Presenting Virginia Beach as an 
ideal place for the making of a 
home during the 
that must pass before liv- 
ing conditions in the flooded area 
wiO be restored to normal, the 
Virginia Beach Chamber of Com- 
merce last week directed attention 
to the number of untenanted 
homes and hotel quarters here, 
suitable for winter and spring 
habitation, through the medium 
of tetters sent into those cities in 
the inundated country. 

The invitation to consider Vir- 
ginia Beach as a temporary home, 
sent in the name of the Town 
Council, the Princess Anne Chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross 
and the local Chamber of Com- 
merce, was directed to the cham- 
bers of commerce in the stricken 
area, to newspaper and radio of- 
fices and to the local chapters of 
the Red Cross. Another letter ex- 
plaining the proposal was also 
dispatched to Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, in charge of all national 
relief activities, and a warm en- 
dorsement of the project was re- 
ceived from his office several days 
ago. 

Contents of Proposal 

The letter of explanation was as 
follows: 

"Realizing that one of the 
major problems facing many of 
the flood victims in your com- 
munity is that of providing a tem- 
porary shelter for their families 
outside of the storm area, where 
ily life may be maintained 
without fear of epidemics or other 
menaces to health until the pre- 
sent disaster is cleared and nor- 
mal living conditions restored. 
and realising further that many 
cities adjacent to the flooded 
c o untiy have inadequate facilities 
for the proper housing of the 
many thousands now seeking 
temporary shelter, the Virginia 
Beach Chamber of Commerce re- 
spectfully would call your atten- 
tion to these facts:

Unparalleled Response to Dis- 
aster Plea Is Reported by 
County Chairman. 



ALL DISTRICTS COME TO 
AID OF STORM VICTIMS 

Additional Sums Are Expect- 
ed; Quota Set by Washing- 
ton Greatly Exceeded. 

Responding to the plea broad- 
cast last week for funds with 
which the American Red Cross 
could meet the emergency relief 
situation necessitated by the 
gwve disaster in the flood areas 
of the Ohio and Mississippi River 
valleys, the residents of Princess 
Anne county and Virginia Beach 
yesterday had contributed the 
sum of $1,450.49, Edward H. Her- 
bert, chairman of the county 
chapter, reported last night. Other 
contributions have been made but 
are as yet unreported, which are 
expected to swell the total to be- 
yond the $1,500 mark. 

The total sought locally by the 
Washington office of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross was set at $600. 
The generous response to that 
plea ana the heavy over-subscrib- 
ing of the requested amount 
brought words of praise from Mr. 
Herbert, who said: 

County Support Praised 

"It is very gratifying indeed to 
report that a total of $1,450.49 has 
been collected through the work- 
ers of the Princess Anne Chapter 
of the American Red Cross for 
flood relief. Two districts, Black- 
water and Seaboard, have not 
completed their drives and, there- 
fore their totals are below other 
districts. It is expected that these 
reports will be in by the close of 
this week.

WILL PERMIT LOCAL TAX 



Sixty Residents Sign Petition 
to Court. 



A hearing on the proposal to 
create a sanitary district in East 
Ocean View for the purpose of in- 
stalling a water supply system for 
the residents of that community 
will be heard before B. D. White, 
Judge of the Circuit Court, at the 
j Princess Ann/ court house on 
March 3, at lOiSO a. m. The peti- 
tion, signed by 60 qualified voters 
of East Ocean View, will be argued 
by Paul W. Ackiss, Common- 
wealth's Attorney. 

Determination to solve the com- 
munity's water problem through 
the medium of a sanitary district 
was agreed upon following sev- 
eral months of futile discussion 
participated in by the county 
board of supervisors, spokesmen 
for/ the residents and the Norfolk 
City Council. At that time, it had 
been proposed that the county 
construct the needed mains and 
purchase the water from the City 
officials, so following a course 
similar to that which exists at 
Virginia Beach. 

Would Permit Local Tax 

The proposal with which the 
Norfolk council countered this 
suggestion, however, appeared too 
costly for practical use, and the 
possibility of a sanitary district 
was evolved out of a discussion 
held with the county supervisors. 
If the plea is granted, following 
favorable approval by a majority 
of the registered voters in East 
Ocean View, a special tax may be 
imposed upon the stated limits of 
the community to defray the ex- 
pense of such public improve- 
ments as are deemed needed by 
the residents. The tax would not 
affect any other area of the 
county.

Hottest January in Record Book 
Of County Passes Into History 

Freakish Weather of Last Month Gives Way to Seasonal 
fold; Precipitation Unusually Heavy Early in Year, 
Monthly Meteorological Survey Reveals. 



The springlike weather of Jan- 
uary, which came to a close with 
the ending of the month, was not 
surpassed in 04 years and was 
equalled only twice in that time, 
in 1890 and in 1932, according to 
a check of weather bureau records 
made this week. Normal mean 
temperature for January was 
established at 40.2 degrees, which 
this year was exceeded by 12 de- 
grees, to establish the monthly 
mean at 52. 

The high mark of 78 degrees, 
reported on January IS, came 
within one degree of reaching the 
all-time record for the month. 
Only on three days did the mini- 
mum temperature fall below the 
40-degree mark, with the month's 
lowest temperature set at 34, two 
degrees above freezing No frosts 
were reported for the second con- 
secutive month. 

Precipitation Heavy 

Although the precipitation was 
unusually heavy last month, six 
previous Januarys were wetter, 
the maximum precipitation hav- 
ing been set at $.43 inches in 1084. 



This year, 5.88 inches fell, to ex- 
ceed the normal rainfall of 3.15 
inches by 2.73 inches. A trace of 
snow was reported on January 15. 

Another record, it is believed, 
was recorded when the Cape 
Henry Station of the U. S. 
Weather bureau reported only one 
clear day during the entire month. 
Only one other day was reported 
as partly cloudy, with 29 days de- 
finitely in the cloudy class. Rain 
failed to fall on only seven days 
of the month. 

The prevailing wind blew from 
the northeast, with a total move- 
ment of 10,130 miles, averaging 
an hourly velocity of 13.6 miles. 
The maximum velocity reported 
for a five-minute period was 
reached on January 29. when a 
north wind blew through the 
county at the rate of 54 miles per 
hour. The maximum wind velocity 
for the month in 04 years was re- 
ported on January 26, 1933, when 
a velocity of 64 miles was checked. 

Dense fogs were noticed on nine 
days, and gales blew on both Jan- 
uary 28 and 20.

HIGHWAY BEAUTY 
MOVE LAUNCHED 



Garden Clubs of Virginia Aim 
at Eventual Removal of 
Unsightly Billboards. 

A statewide campaign designed 
to* beautify the highways of the 
Old Dominion and bring about 
eventually the removal of the bill 
boards that stand like a hiding 
wall between the motorist and 
much of Virginia's most beautiful 
scenery on many of the main 
traveled routes has been launched 
by the Oacden Clubs of Virginia. 

Approximately 40,000 women In 
the Garden Clubs and affiliated 
organizations have enlisted In the 
campaign with the determination 
to carry on a yearlong educational 
program that will awaken the Vir. 
ginia public to the fact that Its' 
highways, among the most scenic 
routes in the United States, con- 
stitute an asset that has been 
practically neglected with the re- 
sult that visitors to the state go 
away with memories of unsightly 
dumps and miles of equally hide- 
ous billboards rather than of the 
beautiful vistas that lie, behind 
them. 

To Survey Highways 

One of the initial steps in the 
program of the Garden Clubs Is 
a detailed survey of the billboards 
on more than 6,000 miles of prim- 
ary and secondary highways In 
which it is receiving the aid of 
Major Charles J. Calrow of the 
State Planning Board. Once arm- 
ed with this information the Gar- 
den Clubs will be prepared to go 
before the legislature and ask re 
strictlng legislation as well as to 
present their appeals for coopera- 
tion in eliminating the billboards 
to the advertising concerns them- 
selves. 

As part of the educational cam- 
paign two contests to be held this 
year were announced at a meeting 
of the outdoor advertising com- 
mittee headed by Mrs. George 
Sloane at Charlottesville last week 
and attended by representatives 
of the Federated Garden Clubs, 
the Federated Women's Clubs, and 
the Home Demonstration Clubs.

$189,090 Grant r< 

According to an 
Press dispatch from Washington, 
later verified In a telephone con- 
versation with Congressman Nor- 
man Hamilton's office, the 
dential request for funds 
an appropriation of $190,000 for 
the local sewage disposal plant 
layout. It is understood that the 
appropriation would be to the 
form of an outright grant awl 
would be considered aafbne link 
in an improvement plan, esti- 
mated at 98,000,000, to clean up 
the pollution In the Hampton 
Roads area. Inclusion on the 
President's list Is Indicative of the 
project's approval by the Board 
of Examiners of the PWA. 

This sum Is approximately 
double the $75,800 originally re- 
quested as the Federal govern- 
ment's share of the sewage plant 
costs, which was to have bean 
constructed as a Public Work* 
Administration project. Corns 
details of the plan were

had been won. 

Delegation In Washington 

On Tuesday, when a delegation 
from the Town Council called up- 
on Colonel I. C. Clark, executive 
assistant to the Director of Public 
Works, Colonel Hackett, and re- 
ported the results of the referen- 
dum held here last week on the 
issuance of bonds to cover the 
construction costs, no assurance 
of immediate approval of the pro- 
ject could be secured. Colonel 
Clark expressed agreement with 
the opinion of the delegation, 
headed by Congressman Hamil- 
ton and Mayor* Roy Smith, that 
the sewage plant was a vital ne- 
cessity, but, he stated, no grants 
could be approved for PWA as- 
sistance until such action was 
taken by the President. When or 
If the President would call for a 
further list of projects ready for 
an allocation of funds was a mat- 
ter of which he had no knowledge, 
he stated. * 

After considerable discussion^ 
the project, Mr. Hamilton finally 
elicited from Colonel Clark what 
was accepted by the delegation as 
tantamount to a promise to In- 
clude the project on the next Hat 
that would be sent to President 
Roosevelt for approval. Colonel 
Clark spoke familiarly of the pol- 
lution problems of the Hampton 
Roads area, but gave no Indtoe- 
tion that he was aware of the 
move which the President 
just one day later.

Returning from Washington on 
Wednesday morning greatly dis- 
appointed at the failure of their 
to secure immediate assur. 
of Federal aid from the 
Public Works Administration for

it is difficult, in the space at 
our disposal, to sketch even the 
barest details of the remarkable 
life-saving services carried on by 
the King's Daughters. Chief em- 
phasis is placed upon the care of 
children and mothers, and there 
is no record that anyone applying 
for medical assistance or treat- 
ment, regardless of class, creed, 
color or condition, ever has been 
refused or given less consideration 
than was necessary to effect a 
complete cure, if such was pos- 
sible. 

The extent to which Princess 
Anne county shares in the services 
extended by the King's Daughters 
is a matter seldom discussed and 
never, to our knowledge, given the 
consideration which it deserves. 
Through the years, in spite of a 
paucity of local contributions, 
medical assistance has been ex- 
tended without question or with- 
out hope of compensation to every 
person who has sought such re- 
lief, and the matter of residence 
has not even entered the picture. 

Thus, according to the* figures 
recorded In the records of the or- 
ganization, a total of 85 new 
patients from the county, together 
with 196 old patients were treated 
during 1936. Of this number, 16 
were ward -patients — as contrasted 
to those who are treated in the 
several clinics of the King's 
Daughters— who spent 189 days in 
the hospital. Yet, only $250 was 
contributed by the county for 
such service, that sum having 
been appropriated by the county's 
board of supervisors. v 

This year, in place of the many 
parties, contests and the like 
which have been held to raise the 
necessary money for the organisa- 
tion's relief activities, the "Block 
Day" plan has been evolved. If 
it is successful, as it has every 
light to be. it will be the only plea 
made for funds this year, for the

NATION'S FLOOD 



In the disaster history of the world, no catastrophe induced by 
an angry Nature has been more feared by man than the unleashing 
of vast torrents of water upon his home community. No disaster, it 
might further be said, has played such havoc with him, taking a vast 
toU of life, making uninhabitable that plaoe in which he has built his 
home and despoiling him of his own hard-won p osse ss ions . 

Curiously enough, he has suffered most, not from the waters of 
the seas, but from the easy-flowing rivers and the quiet streams that 
make their way through fertile valleys to their mingling with the 
ocean. Givers of life and fertility, these same streams were wor- 
shipped by the savage as necessary allies to man's successful existence, 
just as they were plied with sacrifice and offering, given to appease 
their wrath, in times of flood. No twin-purposed deity ever had with- 
in his 'possession such absolute means of granting either happiness 
or horror as did the father of waters. 

As civilization advanced, these rivers and streams took on new sig- 
nificance, for the developing institution of commerce used them as the 
swiftest and best highways of trade. Towns and cities grew up along 
their banks, they became the very centers of existence and, as a con- 
sequence, the appearance of uncontrollable waters brought the threat 
of even greater disaster than had been apparent in a purely agrarian 
situation.' 

Floods have been no uncommon disasters at any time in the his- 
tory of the world, yet the acts of man have contributed in great part 
to their increasing frequency of past years and in the wide extent of 
their damage. The denuding of the forest areas along the watersheds 
of our great rivers, the lack of attention to resulting erosion, the nar- 
rowing of river channels and the consequent increase in the rate of 
their flow, all of these factors have played into the hands of the storm 
god, to a greater extent, it now appears, than have the remedial and 
preventive measures checked his fury. ^ 

A survey of national flood disasters and the means taken to check 
the progress of such show that little concerted action was taken in 
the United States until 1927, when the Mississippi overflowed and 
threatened the entire security of the vast area which flanks its course. 
Perhaps the first instance of flood 1 control practiced in the new world, 
David Lawrence points out in a front-page editorial in tills week's 
edition of the United States News, was in the territory of Louisiana. 

When La Salle came down the Mississippi in 1684, he saw the 
river overflowing its banks, and word of that condition was contained 
in the report of his explorations made to the king of France. Certain 
it is that when grants of land were set aside in Louisiana, the French 
king required that each person receiving grants build protective works 
along the river. Thus, New Orleans saw its first levee in the year 
1717. By 1812, the levee so constructed was 34 miles long. 

Additisaal flood control work was undertaken by those states 
which flanK^ie "Father of Waters," but, though the individual com- 
munities had nearly bankrupt themselves financing the construction 
of higher and higher levees, the Mississippi tore through such barriers 
as through a cane field just ten years ago, convincing all that more 
than local control was necessary if an effective means of preventing 
future flood disasters was to be developed. It was not until that date 
that the nation realized that the Mississippi drained the excess water 
of some twenty-seven states, few of which contributed in any part to 
its control. 

Utilizing engineering data provided by the Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mission of the U. S. Army, Mr. Lawrence makes his observations on 
future flood control as follows: 

After two hundred years of haphazard local efforts at river con- 
trol, the nation, through its Congress, is preparing to tackle the pro- 
blem of flood control in a big way. History lends little encourage- 
ment to the probable success of the project, and even engineers are 
uncertain, but, broadly speaking, there are two methods which can 
be followed with some reasonable hope of success. 

First, for rivers like the Mississippi that flow through less thickly 
populated areas, the object is to speed the flood waters to the sea be- 
hind well-constructed dykes and through specially built spillways. 

Second, for rivers tributary to the Ohio and for other rivers pass- 
ing through thickly populated areas, the object is to hold back the 
waters, skimming off the top of the flood with reservoirs large and 
small. 

The second method is by far the most expensive, but also the 
most imperative because of the greater damage caused to cities by 
floods and because reservoirs on the tributaries of the big rivers will 
hold down the flow in the main channel. 

But before this vast plan of flood control can be put fully Into 
effect the nation, through the" States and the Federal Government, 
will need to spend an estimated tout, billion dollars. And right there 
is where a hitch already has appeal 

The Federal Government is requiring that the States acquire and 
pay for the land that must be obtained for reservoir projects. But, as 
an example, New York State does not\ntend to spend its money buy- 
ing land for reservoirs to protect the people of Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia, and New Hampshir is not so interested in spending its 
money to protect Masse -huse. i. The result is a slowing down of the 
execution of the plan. 

But, as the Army Engineers point out, it is natural for people to 
build homes and business houses at the rivers' edge, and for farmers 
to take advantage of the rich lands of the river bottoms. Each flood 
they expect to be the last, moving back quickly once the waters have 
receded. Yet waters are speeding faster and faster to the sea, and 
floods are becoming more and more frequent and more serious. 

These facts and experience are driving the nation to^deal with 
the whole problem of river control. Already it has come" a long way 
from 1927, when Congress first argued about whether floods were a 
national problem. Today, a drought or a flood is the signal for action 
by Washington, which spreads the cost over the entire nation, where 
it properly belongs. 

Flood control plans to cost billions in fulfillment are accompanied 
by drought aid programs that will cost hundreds of millions. In one 
set of plans the Federal Government is preparing to protect people 
in their homes by controlling rivers. In the other set of plans, the 
government is preparing to move people away from the dry areas or 
to chrnge their methods of farming to ease the effect of the lack of 
water. Unable to control the elements, government is striving at last 
to temper the damage that can occur when the elements go on a 
rampage. 

In addition to this program outlined in the United States News, 
there is also the thought that increasing attention must be paid to 
the reforestation of the denuded watershed areas of the nation's great 
rivers. Unlike the major portion of the control plan outlined above, 
this development does not depend alone upon the expenditure of vast 
sums of money, but, because trees grow slowly, upon the passage of a 
great period of years. 

Fifty or seventy-five years, it is estimated, would have to pass 
before even a vast program of reforestation would show to marked 
advantage as a good medium of flood control. Obviously some im- 
mediate means and measures are necessary, however great the cost 
may be, but it would be unwise, we believe,' to delay longer the begin- 
ning of the reforestation plan that already has been developed in 
Washington. The life of this nation is not likely to come to an abrupt 
end before the period of sufficient growth is over, and those who then 
live here will enjoy the fruits of their labors and rest content in their 
homes as their ancestors cannot do today. 

This problem of flood control, we believe, is of paramount im- 
portance to our future economic life. The threat that the Mississippi 
Valley might be turned into a vast swamp, unfit for human habita- 
tion or cultivation, is a very real one. Just as is the threat today found 
in that great section of the west called appropriately the "Dust Bowl." 
Here, indeed, are new worlds for the prophets of modern scientific 
practice to conquer.

ENCOURAGEMENT FOR 
EVERYMAN 



The layman as regards law, and 
that includes the overwhelming 
majority of us, may take comfort, 
albeit without malice, from the 
plight in which United States Su- 
preme Court Justice Willis Van 
Devanter found himself in re that 
duck hunting business. Justice 
Van Devanter, as the public prints 
apprised us last week, was en- 
sconced in a blind with Reverend 
ZeBarney Phillips, Senate chap- 
lain, at Belmont Bay, Virginia, one 
day last month, when he was ap- 
proached by a game warden want- 
ing to see his $1 hunting stamp. 
Having no such stamp the learned 
jurist could only offer ignorance 
of the law as his excuse. Van De- 
vanter said he told the warden 
that he didn't know about the 
stamp but had purchased his 
hunting license. It seems that the 
Justice was told to finish his sport 
and then buy a stamp, but never- 
theless an affidavit from the war- 
den is before the solicitor's office 
at the United States Department 
of Agriculture. If and when that 
affidavit, asking for prosecution 
of Justice Van Devanter on 
grounds of violating the Federal 
game laws, is approved it would 
be sent to Federal District Court 
in this State. 

We share the sentiments of M. 
D. Hart, State Game and Inland 
Fisheries Commission Secretary, 
who thinks the charge should be 
prosecuted. The situation is ad- 
mittedly one to challenge Justice 
Van Devanter's sense of humor. 
If he is not a consistent sports- 
man the jurist might well have 
been ignorant of the law, passed 
in 1934, requiring the stamp in 
addition to the license. However 
the favorite admonition of the 
legal fraternity is that ignorance 
of the law is no excuse. Also there 
is the Idealized concept of justice 
setting forth that the law Is no 
respector of persons. Justice Van 
Devanter will lose in the respect 
of his countrymen if he permits 
Federal authorities to shelve the 
charges against him. Inconse- 
quential in itself, the offense, if 
nol prossed, might give rise to an 
unpleasant aroma In the nostrils 
of Americans who like to think 
of the nation's high tribunal as 
the stronghold of "equal Justice 
under law." Let Justice Van De- 
vanter pay his fine like any other 
American citizen. Let Everyman 
rejoice that even a Supreme Court 
Justice may trip in the vast tang- 
les of legality built up by the ac- 
cretions of 150 years of lawmak- 
ing. Let both barristers and judi- 
ciary humble themselves before 
the colossal litigious edifice of 
their own making and deal gently 
with first offenders like Justice 
Van Devanter Frank in Tidewat- 
er News.

federal government. Federal as- ! 
sistance in public education is 
provided for in the Harrison- 
Fletcher Bill (Senator Pat Har- 
rison of Mississippi and Repre- 
sentative Brooks Fletcher of 
Ohio), introduced in the hat ses- 
sion of Congress and to be re-in- „- 
troduced early in the present se#' 
sion. 

The Harrison-Fletcher Bin pro- 
vides for an initial ap propr i ation 
of $100,000,000 and an increase of 
$50,000,000 a year until $309,000,- 
000 is reached. The funds win be 
appropriated to the states and 
territories to be used by them for 
public schools. The funds win be 
apportioned to the states and ter- 
ritories according to the number 
of persons 5 to 20 years old in 
each. The amount proposed In the 
bill would provide about 8244 for 
each person the first year increas- 
ing to $7.83 the fifth year. 

There are only two general re- 
quirements to which the partici- 
pating states must conform to 
qualify for receipt of federal al- 
lotments. These two specifications 
require (1) a school system oper- 
ating at least 160 days must be 
maintained throughout the state 
and (2) As much per person aged 
5 to 20 must be spent each year 
as was spent in 1934. The pur- 
pose of these requirements is to 
keep the schools open for at least 
that minimum length of time and 
make federal aid a supplement, 
not a substitute for local effort. 

One of the best features of the 
Harrison-Fletcher Bill is that fed- 
eral control by any officer or 
agency is expressly prohibited. 
The manner in which the money 
thus appropriated shall be usm 
is left entirely to the decision of 
the state legislatures. 

The Harrison-Fletcher BUI will 
become law if the voters in the 
various congressional districts in- 
dicate to their representatives and 
senators that they desire this leg- 
islation. Organizations can do 
much in Influencing speedy hear- 
ings and favorable action if they 
exercise their powers of appeal. — 
Blackstone Courier-Record.

INVASION

Maxence van der Meersch is a 
new name to Americans, Just ris-, 
lng over the horizon of world 
literature. Though he has pub- 
lished several other novels in 
French, one of which has been 
translated into English. "Inva- 
sion" Is the first of his works to 
receive universal attention. To- 
day he is hailed as one of the 
three or four leading French 
writers, and a later novel than 
"Invasion" is already being trans- 
lated. Yet the author is only 
thirty years of age. One may be 
justified in feeling that it will be 
a good idea to keep an eye on the 
future of this young man, for 
"Invasion" Is not a solitary 
masterpiece, and any man of 
thirty who has seven excellent 
novels to his credit bids fair to 
become a giant before he writes 
himself out. 

"Invasion" is a novel of the late 
war, but it Is not a story of fight- 
ing. It is a record of what hap- 
pens behind the lines of a con- 
quered province, after victors and 
vanquished sit down together to 
await the decision which must be 
settled on a distant front. In It 
we see the disintegration of power 
and of weakness, as friend and foe

The Democratic National Com- 
mittee is completing plans for 
wiping out its 1936 Presidential 
Campaign deficit with a series of 
nation-wide Victory Dinners, ac- 
cording to a joint statement given 
out this week by Chairman James 
A. Farley and W. Forbes Morgan, 
treasurer. 

The plan as outlined is similar 
to that followed last January 
when the Jackson Day dinners 
raised nearly $350,000 with which 
the eight-year-old party deficit 
remaining from the 1928 cam- 
paign was w&hd out. At that time 
nearly 2,000 eunners were held in 
every State in the Union as well 
as in Hawaii, Porto Rico, and the 
Virgin Islands. 

Date Is March 4 -- 
In their joint statement, Chair. 
sua jn Farley and Mr. Morgan an- 
nounced that March 4th, the 
fourth anniversary of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's inauguration as Presi- 
dent of the United States, had 
been deckled on as the date for 
the dinners. 

"We feel," said the statement, 
"just as we felt last January, that 
this is the most democratic method 
of raising party funds. In this 
way every member of the party, 
by attending one of the dinners, 
has an opportunity to contribute 
his or her share to the cause, 
rather than that a few should 
bear the whole brunt of it." 

As was the case last year, ar- 
rangements are being made for

"2. Modern hotels with acconjh 
modations for several thousand 
persons are prepared to offer 
temporary homes to others who 
would prefer this type of service. 
Low rates will be offered all storm 
refugees. 

"3. The climate at this season 
of the year is mild, health condi- 
tions are excellent, all modern 
city facilities are available, and 
the peace and quiet generally pre- 
vailing should be of great value 
in eliminating such nervous strain 
as might have been developed as 
a result of recent harrowing ex- 
periences with advancing flood 
waters.

The invitation, ex- 
tended through the Town Council 
of Virginia Beach, the Princess 
Anne Chapter of the American 
Red Cross and the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce, is strictly 
humanitarian in its essence and is 
predicated upon a wholesome de- 
sire to be of service to those who 
now may be seeking such accom- 
modations as are here available. 

"Should you believe this pro- 
posal worthy of merit, please be 
so good as to make it known to 
your constituents. This office 
stands ready to cooperate to the 
fullest extent possible in assisting 
your fellow-townsmen to secure 
such temporary shelter as might 
be needed in this time of emer- 
gency. 

"We, who have been menaced 
at times by the angry waters of 
the Atlantic, understand fully the 
problems of your community, and 
it is with a desire to be helpful 
that this communication is di- 
rected to you." 

Chairman's Reply 

The letter from Admiral Gray- 
son's office, signed by Ernest J. 
Swift, vice-chairman of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, expressing inter- 



est in the proposal, read as fol- 
lows: 

"We acknowledge with thanks 
receipt of your letter of January 
28th, offering at a nominal rental 
approximately 500 houses for the 
use of flood refugees. 
*• "At the present time, as you 
know, refugees are being housed 
in donated quarters as near their 
jhomes as possible, as most of 
them wish to be where they can 
start rehabilitation at the first 
possible moment. We are, how- 
ever, recording your offer and will 
be glad to refer families who may 
be interested in leaving the flood 
territory. 

"The response of the people to 
the appeal for flood relief has 
been most encouraging, and we 
are very grateful for the wide- 
spread interest shown." 

It was the thought of those who 
sponsored the invitation that its 
greatest appeal would be to those 
families who had sufficient fin- 
ancial means to quit the flooded 
area temporarily because of the 
grave menaces to health present- 
ed by existing conditions. It was 
believed further that it would ap- 
peal to those parents whose first 
concern for the health of their 
children would favor such a 
course.

It Is enough 
to be able to carry a spear In the 
scene where Radames, the role I

fore the Pharaoh of ancient Egypt. 

"Alda," written at the erdet of the 
Khedive of Egypt and Brst produced 
at Cairo, Is really a glorious musical 
spectacle, built around the rivalry 
of Amnerls, daugnter of the Pha- 
raohs, and Alda. captive Ethiopian 
princess, for the love of Radames. 

R opens at the king's palace, 
where the priest Ramos Is dropping 
a hint to Radames about a certain 
brave young soldier who will lead 
the Egyptian arme against the 
Ethiopians. "If I were only that' war 
Hon breathes Radames. dreaming 
at victory that will reward him with 
his beloved Alda. Amnerls. softly 
approaching, takes note of the ar- 
dent light la Radames' eyes, and 
tells Mm how mica to be envied is 
the woman who coahf Inspire snob 
love.

"Thirteen per cer* of all deaths 
under five years of age in Virginia 
are attributable to pneumonia. 
Twelve per cent of the babies un- 
der one year of age die because 
of it. Both these figures are ex- 
tremely significant. 



"Not so many years ago, sum- 
diarrheal conditions were 
by parents of the very 
However, thanks to safe 
: and enlightened infant care, 
former hazard markedly has 
reduced. On the other hand, 
still is powerful where 
tofants are concerned; and re- 
matos a serious problem of pre- 
ventive medicine. 

"Unlike typhoid fever, smallpox, 
diphtheria and other diseases that 
have responded spectacularly to 
mass control measures, infantile 
pneumonia only can be reduced 
definitely through intelligent 
adult conduct and health habits. 

"The infection usually is spread 
by colds or other respiratory con- 
ditions of parents or older child- 
ren whose careless contact habits 
inoculate the helpless little vic- 
tims with their disease germs. 

"This fact suggests two types 
of possible control. The first in- 
volves the ordinary precautions on 
the part of everyone to avoid 
'catching cold.' The second is 
care against the spread of the in- 
fection to the young child through 
direct contact, if one is unfortun- 
ate to contract this type of dis- 
ease. In this connection, 'a kiss 
can be as dangerous as a bomb.' 
And affection thus becomes dead- 
ly Infection. 

"It follows that infantile pneu- 
monia is likely to -continue its 
devastating work until the in- 
dividual protective obligation is 
more generally appreciated and 
applied."

The pavilion is the former home 
of the Boys' Club of Richmond, 
operated until a short time ago 
by the Rotary Club, and acquired 
tor use by the hospital unit of the 
Medical College of Virginia The 
new pavilion will have a capacity 
of thirty beds, and is to be oper- 
ated in conjunction with the St 
Philip's Hospital Unit of the 
Medical College of Virginia, which 
is filled to capacity at the present 
with negro children as well as 
adults. 

Nursing Staff Selected 

A staff of six graduate nurses 
under the supervision of Nurse S 
V. Daly, negro graduate of the St 
Philip's School of Nursing, will 
have charge of the convalescent 
patients. Admission of cases will 
continue through the St. Philip's 
Hospital unit, it was stated. 

The capacity of the St. Philip's 
Hospital at present is 176, and to- 
day there were 195 patients being 
Mated. Half of the sixth and 
seventh floors of St. Philip's unit 
are now occupied by internes of 
the hospital staff, and when these 
ale moved to a new dormitory 
flaw to the course of erection, this- 
Will increase the facilities of the 
ft.

WHEN an advanced amateur 
or professional photographer 
allows some of his beautiful salon 
pictures to a group of interested but 
uninitiated people, some of them 
are sure to ask questions such as 
these: 

"How in the world do you get 
those lovely tones? How did you 
make this picture so dark in this 
part and light in that? How did you 
get the soft effect in this one? How 
did you get the light to shine so 
brightly on the principal object nnd 
scarcely at all on the rest of the pic- 
ture? How do you make these ob- 
jects in the shadowy parts dim yet 
visible; and objects in the light 
parts to stand out so distinctly? My 
camera won't take pictures like 
that." 

And the cryptic answer is likely 
to be, "Neither will mine, exactly." 

"Then, how do you get all these 
different gradations in shadow 
tones? These pictures are like pa nt- 
ings. Do you touch up the negative 
with something?" 

And the answer will be. "No, 1 do 
not touch up the negative; I dodge 
the print." 

"Dodge the print? What do you 
mean— d'odge?* " 

Then comes an explanation of a 
method whereby a very ordinary 
picture, as recorded on the nega- 
tive, may often be transformed Into 
a work of art In the process of mak- 
ing an enlarged print of it "Dodg- 
ing," la ths slang of photography, 
means interrupting some of me" 
light passing through the negative 
to the sensitised paper daring the 
printing of the picture. "Dodging* 



may be done in contact printing, 
but more effectively in making en- 
largements. It is done by holding 
something opaque between the light 
source and the paper, such as a 
piece of cardboard, in such a way 
as to keep the light from striking 
a certain area for a certain portion 
of the time. Thus, that part which 
continues to receive the full light 
will print darker than the part from 
which the light Is held back. In 
other words, the light is caused to 
"dodge" a certain area. 

Virtually, the shadow from the 
cardboard In the hands of the pho- 
tographer is used as a paint brush. 
It serves to light the dark parts. 
In another way, a print Is "dodged" 
by using a piece of cardboard with 
a hole in it. The hole lets through 
a pencil of light, which is manipu- 
lated over tho surface of the paper 
and serves to darken the light parts. 
The intelligent use of a "shadow 
brush" or "light brush" In this fash- 
ion requires a preliminary study 
of the negative or a contact print 
as it would ordinarily register In 
order to discover where "dodging" 
would Improve the picture. *)ften it 
means a number of trials before the 
result is satisfactory. 

Amateurs who do not enlarge 
their own negatives may suggest 
to their photo finisher how they 
think a print may be improved by 
"dodging," and ask him for a special 
Job on It Of course, the greater sat- 
isfaction comes from doing this 
work yourself. But that is the way 
many of the lovely effects we see la 
salon photographs are obtained.

NEW INDUSTRIES 
NOTED IN STATE 



Forty Manufacturing Plants 
Located in Virginia Last 
Year, Survey Shows. 



The Virginia State Chamber of 
Commerce this week estimated 
that more than forty new indus- 
tries employing more than twenty- 
five each were established in the 
Old Dominion during 1936. Its 
announcement was made in con- 
nection with the completion of a 
study of Virginia industry show- 
ing that the total number of in- 
dustries employing more than 
twenty-five each increased during 
1936 from 902 to 1,049. About 
one hundred of these industries, 
the State Chamber states, were 
old industries that have enlarged 
or expanded their operations due 
to improved national conditions. 

The State Chamber shortly will 
issue a directory of Virginia in- 
dustries, showing the names and 
locations of those listed by cities 
and counties, and containing close 
to one hundred classifications, 
showing the types of industries in 
business in Virginia. These types 
are divided into seventeen class, 
ifications, running from food and 
kindred products to mining and 
quarrying. 

The new directory will not in- 
clude a list of products manufac- 
tured in Virginia, however,— a list 
estimated by officials at probably 
50.000 items. Future industrial 
studies will include the compila- 
tion of such a listing and also a 
compilation of those engaged in 
export or import trade. An im- 
port and export trade directory 
was issued several years ago, but 
has become obsolete.

Indicating the marked progress 
of the work, classes of illiterate, 
elementary and high school levels 
were started little more than a 
year ago with an enrollment of 26 
patients as students^ and within 
two months, an additional teacher 
was assigned to the work and 
classes in typewriting and short- 
hand were started with, an enroll- 
ment of 28. "Since then," Miss 
Reynolds said, "there has been a 
total enrollment of 116 pupils." 
There are about 300 patients at 
Catawba and the present enroll- 
ment in classes is about 50, Miss 
Reynolds explained, adding that 
this was considered a satisfactory 
record in view of the turnover of 
patients at the sanatorium and 
the fact that many are too ill to 
undertake any work. 

Twofold Object 

The object of the educational 
program is two-fold, said H.

Clinic Praised by Dr. Leake 

Dr. Josiah Leake, director of the Health Department of Prin- 
cess Anne county,' this week made the following appreciation of the 
services rendered the children of the county by the King's Daugh- 
ters Clinic: 

"The King's Daughters Clinic extends a service that is not 
duplicated by any other organization in this community. There 
is no other clinic for children up to twelve years of age, except the 
King'i Daughters, and if there were no clinic of this type many,, 
of Princess Anne's children would perforce be compelled to forego 
medical services which through this clinic are so readily obtained 
and so ably rendered. V ( \ 

"Those childnsB^unablo to pay for necessary medical services 
are rendered these services Dy the attending clinic physicians, who 
are men well trained and entirely competent in their several 
specialties. The clinic offers diagnostic, corrective and curative 
work. The clinic hospitalizes patients who are in need of treat- 
ment that cannot be advantageously administered in the home, 
and it also has, an outpatient department. 

"Children whose parents are unable to finance medical care 
are referred to the clinic by the public health nurse or the welfare 
department, and in this way receive care that could not otherwise 
be obtained. 

"This clinic has served the children of Princess Anne county 
well, and the value of its services cannot be measured in dollars. 
Without it or some like clinic there would be many of our less for- 
tunate children who would not be able to benefit by medical care 
when sick and suffering."

Riddick's Attorney Appeals 
Jury Verdict Alleging Court 
Erred on Two Counts. 



Louis Napoleon Riddick, 19- 
year-old Negro who last Monday 
was found guilty of attempted 
criminal assault on Mrs. Willi ard 
White after forcing his way into 
her Pungo home on the night of 
December 19. will, through his 
attorney, Q. C. Davis, argue a mo- 
tion for a new trial before Judgs 
B. D. White of the Circuit Court 
on a date not yet fixed by the 
court.. Riddick was sentenced to 
life imprisonment by the county 
jury, which included one Negro 
in its membership. 

Should the appeal for the new 
trial be denied, Mr. Davis stated 
upon the conclusion of the initial 
court contest, »q appeal for a re- 
view of the ca 
with the Virginia Supreme Court. 

Errors Charged 

Two charges of error in the 
conduct of the case were offered 
by Mr. Davis in defense of his 
plea for a new trial. In the first 
instance, he stated, a change of 
venue should have been granted 
because local feeling ran so high 
against Riddick immediately after 
his arrest that a possible threat 
of lynching was averted only be- 
cause Sheriff Guy Salmons spirit- 
ed the accused Negro into the 
Norfolk City jail. A few hours 
after Riddick was taken from 
Princess Anne, he contends, a 
large party of men came to the 
jail searching for him. 

The other charge states that 
the court erred in allowing any 
part of Riddick's alleged confes- 
sion to Sergeant J. C. Benton, of 
the Norfolk Police Department, to 
be presented to the jury. Accord- 
ing to the defense. Sergeant Ben- 
ton allegedly wormed the confes- 
sion of guilt from the Negro by 
an implied promise that Common- 
wealth's Attorney Paul W. Ackiss 
would not ask the death penalty 
if a confession were forthcoming.

Despite Mr. Groundhog's prediction that this section is in for six 
more weeks of wintry weather— (readers will pardon our use of that 
word "more;" for as we write this column every evidence of a beauti- 
ful Spring day is to be had outside our windows)— the high-powered 
publicity machine of the Virginia State Chamber of Commerce is be- 
ing geared to its usual Spring and Summer speed, and to it, once 
again, is attached the local publicity force of the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce. Thousands of pieces of mail detailing the 
attractions of this resort community during the months which lie im- 
mediately ahead have been placed in the mails during the past two 
weeks, and many thousand additional pieces will follow a similar 
course between this date and March 1. 

Last Summer, when the first all-Virginia Beach pictorial booklet 
same-from'Wie presses/every leading tourist agency, motor club and 
travel bureau in the eastern, southern and middle- western sections^/* 
the United States was asked to cooperate in spreading the story of 
this resort. The response forthcoming to that appeal whs a generous 
one, and more than 40,000 booklets were sent to them for distribution. 
Now, another survey reveals, most of these pamphlets have been given 
proper distribution, and requests for not less than ''toother 35,000 
already have been received. 

This year, fortunately, because of preparations made during the 
Winter, there will be no delay in inaugurating the early Spring publi- 
city campaign. Stories dealing with the unprecedented building ac- 
tivity on the Beach during the past several months are now in the 
mails, others* dealing with early-season activity, the projected visit of 
the President on the occasion of the Cape Henry Pilgrimage, the many 
recreational improvements planned and a dozen other subjects of gen- 
eral interest to prospective vacationists have been prepared and are 
being mailed to newspapers and magazines on a pre-arranged sche- 
dule. It is estimated that during the months of February, March 
and April not less than 3,000 news stories per month will reach the 
desks of newspapers in those areas which hold prospective Virginia 
Beach vacationists. 

Later in this month, with an eye to including not less than one 
picture of local facilities in every early Summer resort edition publish- 
ed by the newspapers of the country, copies of last Summer scenes 
already selected will be mailed from the Richmond office of the State 
Chamber. These, together with the written publicity and the pictorial 
booklets, are expected to stimulate a greater amount of early-season 
interest in Virginia Beach than has heretofore been possible. 

Innumerable requests for information on hotel and recreation 
facilities open over the Washington's Birthday weekend have been 
pouring in upon the local office during the past few weeks. Because 
no record of such requests has been kept in previous years, it is dif- 
ficult to ascertain whether or not the number received to date re- 
presents any definite increase over former years, but both Chamber 
of Commerce officials and hotel managers are hopeful that a sub- 
stantial influx of visitors will be here for the holiday weekend. 

Other requests for information and assistance from a growing 
list of those who are interested in renting hotels and boarding houses 
and private Summer cottages lend further proof of a definite interest 
in early season activity. Too, the number of letters received daily for 
Summer hotel rates Is increasing, another good indication that Vir- 
ginia Beach may be facing the most prosperous season of its history. 

The general upswing in business and the return to normal living 
conditions in all sections of the coutry indicate that the Summer 
travel and vacation trade will reach new high levels. Since the em- 
phasis of the past several years has been placed on ocean resorts, 
there is every reason to believe that the popular appeal of the seaside 
communities will continue to lure many additional thousands over the 
number entertained in 1936. If this prediction should be borne out, 
it is good news indeed for Virginia Beach. 

However, those seaside resorts which make every effort to keep 
their individual offerings and attractions before the general public 
are certain to profit most. Solicitors for resort advertising on the 
leading metropolitan dailies, now making their preliminary round 
through this area, tell us that more money will be spent through this 
medium in the coming months than ever before, which is in itself both 
,nd a promise for Virginia Beach. 

It Is a promise if local operators will follow a similar course and 
if sufficient support is given the local Chamber of Commerce to In- 
sure completion of its ambitious program for this year. It is a threat 
to our prosperity if a curtailment in such expenditures and support 
is determined upon, for this is truly one field in which he who makes 
the biggest noise stands the best chance of reaping the greatest profit. 

It is our belief that the results shown In the resume of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce's activity for the year which is soon to close are de- 
serving of wide and vigorous support in 1937. Admittedly, last year's 
venture as an entity set apart from other promotional agencies in the 
Tidewater area was in the nature of an experiment, but it is not 
shading the truth in any respect to argue today that the experiment 
has proven more successful than any other previous procedure. Con- 
sidering the little amount of money spent in the development of the 
program— and more will be necessary this year to continue the gains 
already received— the Beach has benefitted, dollar for dollar, as never 
before. 

Other than as a medium for the continued flow of publicity ma- 
terials, the local Chamber of Commerce has shown its value as a fac- 
tor in many more aspects of the Town's life. The Information Bureau 
which it operated last year in the Roland Court building and which it 
hopes to continue this Summer, in the opinion of many impartial 
observers was worth evtfry cent of the money spent on the mainten- 
ance of the entire office. By supplying that information which tour- 
ists demanded in authentic fashion and by its evident desire to satisfy 
each and every visitor who utilized its services, it added immeasur- 
ably to the belief that this was indeed a friendly vacationland. 

During the Autumn and Winter months, the Chamber of Com- 
merce has extended its cooperation to the Adjutant-general's office 
and strove, successfully, to bring the National Guard encampment 
back to the Rifle Range in 1937. This one coup, estimated in conser- 
vative manner as to its worth, will represent not less than 68,000 
vacation days spent here by the guardsmen, their families and friends. 
Since much of this throng will come here only because of the encamp- 
ment, the gain to business interests on the Beach is readily apparent. 

Last year, at this time, when we first urged the development of a 
proper publicity program and expressed the conviction that a truly 
prosperous season lay immediately ahead, there was some doubt in 
our mind as to the eventual working out of the proposed program. 
It would not be honest to assert here that every aspect of that pro- 
gram was carried through to complete success— many factors not pre- 
viously considered arose to block even major portions of the program 
— but the general direction was a salutary one. 

Now, utilizing the experience of the past twelve months, better 
equipped to do the job that lies ahead and with a more cooperative 
spirit evidenced by those who must benefit from such a program, we 
may face the future with optimism and with confidence. The coopera- 
tion given by the Town Council to the promotion of Virginia Beach 
sets a standard which might profitably be followed by all hotel and 
business Interests located here, and the extent to which such coopera- 
tion is vouchsafed might well set the tempo of the organization this 
year. 

The Chamber of Commerce, as we have pointed out repeatedly, 
is a mutual organization. It merits support only insofar as it can 
show a profitable return for those supporting it, and it in no sense 
must be regarded as a charitable affair which exists without purpose. 
It can, and will reach its greatest usefulness when it assumes a more 
important role in local life, but, like all such organizations wisely 
directed, it, in the opinion of its board of directors, must learn to 
crawl before It can walk. It is our belief that it has now reached that 
happy state.

The i 
are open to those who feel that " 
they have been misr e p r e sent ed by 
the press. " To make such 
misrepresentations the 
for muzzling the newspapers is to 
take the first step toward effec- 
tive dictatorship. It is difficult 
enough already, with the hoel 
laws as they are, for a newspaper 
to expose political corruption or 
incompetence in office. Such a 
statute as this would make such 
labors in the public interest vir- 
tually impossible. It is not diffi- 
cult to imagine how such a law 
would be used by the enemies of 
any free and courageous news- 
paper. 

Incidentally, nothing is said by 
statesmen like Senator Morgan of 
the desirability of making misde- 
meanors of untruths uttered by 
politicians. The extraordinary 
statements made every day by our 
political leaders, some of them 
unjust attacks upon citizens, are 
considered part of the game and 
no responsibility for the damage 
they cause is ever admitted. Per- 
haps editor Harris could make 
some hay by suggesting a bill 
holding state senators responsible 
for their remarks. It wouldn't 
pass, but it might arouse some 
splendid oratory.— Baltimore Sun. 



CALIFORNIA, STILL 

INCREDIBLE 



These columns have carried 
more than once, recently, expres- 
sions of amazement at the prog- 
ress of events in California. In 
the State where Upton Sinclair 
was arrested for reading the Con- 
stitution aloud, a court recently 
issued an order compelling school 
authorities to reinstate a child ex- 
pelled for refusing, on religious 
grounds, to salute the flag. In the 
State where the Sliver Shirts or- 
iginated, bills are being intro- 
duced in the Legislature provid- 
ing for an investigation of vilgil- 
antism. 

Both these incidents were as 
tonishlng, but they are really neg- 
ligible by comparison with what 
is happening now. It is reported 
that a group of members of the 
Legislature, led by Senator Cul- 
bert Olsen, of Los Angeles, has 
launched a movement for legisla- 
tive pardon of Tom Mooney. 

Practically every survivor of 
those directly connected with the 
trial seems now to be convinced 
that Mooney was convicted on 
perjured testimony and that there 
is not, and never was, any cred- 
ible evidence connecting him with 
placing the murderous bomb for 
which he went to jail. But for 2o^*r 
years it has been impossible to do 
anything about it. The common- 
ly accepted explanation is that 
this Mooney was a labor agitator 
and California thinks that the 
penitentiary is the proper place, 
for labor agitators, whether or not 
they are guilty of what the law 
calls a crime. ■ 

The movement in the Legisla- 
ture seems to indicate that this 
opinion no longer prevails in Cali- 
fornia. If so, then good sense Is 
penetrating into the very Holy of 
Holies of California reaction. 
What could be more sensational 
than this.

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The friendship of the composer, 
Tchaikowsky, and Nadejda von 
Meek began when they were about 
forty and lasted through thirteen 
years. It was an odd friendship, 
a strange, romantic, Victorian 
idyll, pursued entirely through 
their almost daily letters, for 
though they sometimes saw one 
another at a distance, or quite by 
accident passed in their carriages, 
they never met. It is by means 
of these letters, later copied by 
Barbara von Meek, that Catherine 
Drinker Bowen unfolds their rela- 
tionship. She does it exquisitely, 
choosing her excerpts with an ex- 
traordinary Tightness, never pro- 
jecting herself, but writing what 
she must charmingly with polnt- 
edness and simplicity. 

There was little of themselves 
which Tchaikowsky and Madame 
von Meek did not reveal to one 
another, and so they move about 
in this book as the persons they 
were— the one with his life found- 
ed upon music, "raw nerves and 
abnormal sexual instincts;" the 
other with her wealth, her meti- 
culous thoughtf ulness. her reason- 
ableness and imperturbable pride. 

Nadejda von Meek, at the 
beginning of the friendship, was 
a widow and the mother of twelve 
children. She had been poor dur- 
ing the earlier part of her life, but 
her husband In his later years, 
largely through her re-shaping of 
his career, had become fabulously 
wealthy, and his widow lived 
surrounded by an army of ser- 
vants— "lackeys, footmen, estate 
stewards, English governesses, 
French and German tutors— and 
above all music teachers." She 
was able, therefore, to make 
Tchaikowsky's life economically 
secure — to supplement his own 
small Income and supply his or- 
dinary wants, to provide for his 
wife, whom he hated Insanely 
from the very moment he married 
her, or furnish what he needed for 
his orgies of childish spending at 
the crest of a manic swing. She 
did all this throughout those thir- 
teen years, until her mind and 
spirit crumbled and she withdrew 
within herself completely. 

Nadejda was more than merely 
a patroness in this material sense. 
Tchaikowsky often needed much 
besides money. He needed "some- 
one at once both intimate and re- 
mote whom he could worship, and 
who would in turn worship him." 
and this need, too, Nadejda von 
Meek supplied. There were times 
when he asked brazenly for what 
he wished, and took what she 
gave readily without gratitude, 
because his lowest depths were 
very low Indeed. But at his best 
he was endlessly grateful, and 
this gratitude was not a burden 
but i pleasure to him, because of 
Nadejda's passion for his music 
and his genius. 

Walter Damrosch said of Tcha- 
ikowsky that he had never met 
a great composer "so gentle, so 
modest almost diffident. We all 
loved him from the first moment 
—my wife and I, the chorus, the 
orchestra, the employees of the 
hotel where he lived, and of 
course the public." But this man, 
with his uncanny personal charm 
and pathological shyness, cared 
only for solitude, and in that soli- 
tude he worked ceaselessly and 



nervously, always trying to crowd 
out with music the horrors of 
social insincerity and the false- 
hoods into which he had been 
drawn by the disease with which 
he was cursed. His music alone, 
he believed, elevated him to man- 
hood, but throughout his various 
crises it was Nadejda von Meek 
who, by every device and means, 
material and spiritual, preserved 
his sanity. 

Tchaikowsky was just fifty- 
three when he was stricken with 
cholera, and it was well for him 
that "he died when he did in the 
fullness of his time." He "would 
not have been happy in a world 
that found the waltz a thing to 
ridicule, a world which with proud 
defiance put the word sex in place 
of the word romance." 

Whatever you may think of his 
music, when you have done with 
Mrs. Bowen's book, "Beloved 
Friend," you will probably say 
with her: 

"God rest the soul of Peter 
Ilyich, who worked hard, who sin- 
ned and suffered for his sins — 
who was an artist, and true to 
himself." 



Napoleon called history "a lie 
agreed upon," and Henry Ford is 
reputed to have called it "bunk." 
Regarding history as a series of 
dates commemorating kings 
crowned and treaties broken, Mr. 
Ford's expression is exceedingly 
to the point, But the province of 
the historian includes finding out 
the why of facts, and there Is a 
new view of history as something 
to be understood as well as team- 
ed. 

W. E. Woodward's "New Ameri- 
can History" (Queen Elizabeth to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt) is not 
"bunk." whatever the reader may 
think of the answers suggested, 
nor is there much agreed upon 
in its unorthodox treatment. Mr. 
Woodward does not believe that 
Massachusetts was settled by 
saints and Virginia by aristocrats. 
His treatment of the War Between 
the States is as likely to excite 
Northerners as Southerners. 
Throughout America's develop- 
ment he sees evidences of the 
commercial Instinct, geographical 
situation, outside pressure, and 
the grace of God. Mr. Woodward 
interprets the facts as it seems 
to him they should be interpre- 
ted; the reader is free to do like- 
wise. Therein lies much of the 
fascination of the volume. 

Curiously enough Philip Gued- 
aUa's "The Hundred Years" is a 
book club choice this month, for 
this book presupposes an already 
above-average knowledge of gen- 
eral history on the part of the 
reader. The major events since 
Victoria ascended thv* throne of 
England in 1837 are here, but 
there are endless supplementary 
questions one could ask concern- 
ing statesmen and rulers who ap- 
pear for their all too brief mom- 
ents. But this book does some- 
thing more than deal with per- 
sonalities; it records the sweep of 
events which has shifted the bal- 
ance of power into the hands of 
the middle classes. It is a book 
to be enjoyed by those who have 
meditated, and for others it may 
serve as a stimulant toward learn- 
ing more.

own opinions of constitutionality 
above those of Congress and the 
President to the point not only of 
blocking enforcement of such 
laws, but of making the judicial 
system chaotic and ridiculous. 

The same law today is declared 
constitutional by the court of one 
Federal district, unconstitutional 
by the court in another district. 
As a result, enforcement of such 
a law is carried on in one section 
of the country, obstructed in an- 
other. 

This is unfair, not only to gov- 
ernment, but to business and the 
public generally. It makes for 
needless confusion and for further 
weakening of confidence in the 
judiciary. 

The prize impudence is found 
in the way Federal courts have 
restrained the T~ v. A. from build- 
ing transmission Unas. Although 
T. V. A. has been upheld on many 
points by the . Supreme Court, 
some of these Jlower courts still 
utilize the power of injunction to 
hamstring the efficient operation 
of that great Government agency. 
And as Senator George Norris 
points out, the utility companies 
have had a habit of "shopping 
around" until they found "a help- 
ful court." ^X 

The McKellar bill would end 
such interference, at least until 
the Supreme Court itself passed 
upon the act in question. It is 
well within the power of Congress 
to impose such a restriction, and 
it is equally within the bounds of 
common sense. 

Regardless of what may be done 
in the future to curb the Supreme 
Court itself, the lower courts also 
must be put in their place If the 
current swing toward Judicial 
autocracy Is to be reversed and 
judicial authority brought into 
consonance with the democratic 
principles of the American system 
of government.— Philadelphia Re- 
cord.

Harvard's new Graduate School 
of Public Administration will open 
in March. But students will be 
noticeable for their absence while 
specially invited Federal, State 
and municipal officials will at- 
tend. Together with the faculty, 
they will consider how the school 
may best be conducted. These 
preliminary deliberations are ex- 
pected to last a year or more and 
regular classes are not scheduled 
to begin until the fail of 1938. 

In part this slow procedure is 
explained by the fact that the 
school has no large scale precedent 
and time Is needed to work out 
the desirable form of organiza- 



tion. But it is also apparent that 
it is very difficult to decide what 
the curriculum shall include. 
Lucius Uttauer, who gave $2,000,- 
000 to found the school, was con- 
vinced that the United States suf- 
fers for lack of effective public 
administration. His hope was that 
special training would provide 
more competence in government 
offices. 

This hope also lay behind the 
bill recently introduced in Con- 
gress providing for the establish- 
ment of a national academy of 
public affairs in Washington. To 
be patterned roughly on West 
Point and Annapolis, the pro- 
posed Institution would, offer 
qualified men — and women — free 
training for careers In the Federal 



The need for trained 
in the public service is 
tionable. But there Is 
doubt whether specialised 
uate schooling is the best 
of attaining that end. It is argu- 
able that practical experience, 
superimposed on a thorough 
grounding in the cultural funda- 
mentals, is still the best prepara- 
tion for any non-technical career. 
Right now the military and naval 
academies are hearing criticism 
for their heavy emphasis on pro- 
fessional studies to the neglect of 
those which develop the all-around 
stature and vision essential |or 
cessf ul leadership. 

In sum, what particular courses 
can Harvard devise for. an aspir- 
ant to a lifetime in public service 
that Harvard— or other univer- 
sities—does/ not already offer? v 
Pertinent are the words of Mac- 
aulax while arguing for a reform 
of the India Service in 1833: 

Perhaps I may think that too 
much time is given to the ancient 
languages and to the abstract 
sciences.

And I hope that from my portrayal, 
listeners will gain uome understand 
Ing of the innocent and beautiful, 
capricious and yet, above all else, 
lovable Manon. 

We Brat meet her alighting from 
a coach at Amiens. Her parents, ap- 
prehensive over her eagerness for 
the Joys of this world, are sending 
her to a convent. Hardly has she set 
foot In the courtyard before Oulllot. 
an old roue, makes advances and of- 
fers his coach for flight to Parts; 
and Bretlgny. with a practiced eye 
tor beauty, speculatea on his own 
chances. But Lescaut, Manon'a sol- 
dier cousin, frightens them away 
and warns her against strange men. 
"But It wasn't my fault . . ." she 
says plaintively. And when he 
leaves to drink, she looks with en- 
vious eyes on the finery of women of 
dubious character. "How ales It 



mfist be," she sighs, "to spend one'a 
life so gaily." 

Now comes the handsome young 
Chevalier des Orleux. He Is immedi- 
ately taken by the coquette's youth- 
ful beauty and he protests against 
the convent's gray life for Manon.

But how escape? At that moment 
Qulllol's ooacb arrives and, at 
Manon'a suggestion, they both climb 
In. When tipsy Lescaut emerges 
from the Inn he hears only the rum- 
ble ot the departing coach and he 
accuses Oulllot of besmirching his 
family honor. Oulllot swears ven- 
geance aa the pair. 

In the next act we And Manon 
reading, la a letter des Orleux 
writes to hie father, declaring his 
Intention to marry her, "no eyes are 
more charming." "la that true?" she 
aska naively. The maid announces 
Lescaut and Bretlgny. Lescaut is 
soon satisfied that bis family honor 
Is safe; Bretlgny meanwhile tells 
Manon that her lover's father, the 
Count des Orleux, will have him ab 
ducted that night, but that. If she 
will be reasonable, she can be 
"Queen of Beauty." "Speak lower!" 
she admonishes. 

Poor Manon'a head Is turned by 
the prospect of luxurious living and 
she cannot bring herself to warn 
des Orleux. When, ,ater, he answers 
a knock at the door and Is overpow- 
ered, she only whimpers, "Oh, my 
poor Chevalier!" 



When next we see Manon, In the 
third act, she steps from Bretlgny'a 
sedan chair into the admiration of a 
holiday crowd. "Do I look pretty T" 
she asks, and is so wonderfully 
pleased when the nobles assure her 
she Is adorable. She overhears the 
Count say that his son Is about to 
enter the priesthood. "He cannot 
have forgotten" she exclaims fret- 
fully, and In short order she Is off 
to the church of St. Sulpice. 

She arrives Just after the Count, 
having tried In vain to dissuade his 
son, promisee him a settlement of 
30.000 francs. In a One state of re- 
pentance, Manon falls at the Cheva- 
lier's feet and bega him to come 
back to her. After a brief struggle 
with himself, he falls Into her arms. 

But Manon's way of living Is not 
economical and the settlement la 
soon wasted. In the fourth act we 
meet the pair In a gaming house, 
des Orleux filled with ahame, but 
urged on by Manon. "You'll see." 
she says, "we'll soon be rich again." 
Oulllot la there too and, seeking re- 
venge, he challenges des Orleus to 
play. Tbe Chevalier wins every 
wager and the enraged roue accuses 
him of cheating. He departs, only to 
return a few moments later with the 
Count and police, wbo arrest Manon 
and her lover. 

He Is soon released, but Manon la 
held and, at length, condemned to 
be deported to a penal colony In the 
last act Lescaut and des Orleux are 
plotting to bring about Manon'a es- 
cape from the band of fallen women 
on their way to Havre, there to em- 
bark tor Louisiana. Where force 
falls, money persuades Manon Is 
released In their custody until night- 
fall. Broken by grief and imprison 
ment. Manon only shakes her head 
when des Orleux pictures a happy 
life la some distant land. She begs 
his forgiveness and with — "This 
kiss Is a last farewell"— sinks late 
her last sleep. So >nds the unhappy 
story of Manon. wbo took glitter for 
gold.

Registration Association 
and his associates win be in Prin- 
cess Anne county within the next 
few days to give the poultry and 
livestock producers an opportun- 
ity to protect their poultry and 
livestock against thieves. 

During the past few years 
thieves have stolen many thou- 
sands of dollars worth of poultry 
and occasionally other, livestock 
from the farmers in this county. 
The tatooing system gives the 
owner positive proof of identifica- 
tion and in every locality where 
the system has been put into 
practice thieves have moved on 
to other sections. 

system consists of tatooing 
bird or animal with a private 
mark that stays for life. This 
mark is registered with the sheriff 
of Oils and adjoining counties, 
with the State Police and with 
poultry .buyers. 

About a dozen of these tatoo- 
ing outfits are already in Prin- 
cess Anne county. They were 
purchased by farmers who had 
had frequent loss by thieves, but 
since they have been using this 
system not a single head of poul- 
try has been stolen from these 
farmers. / 

This system of protecting poul- 
is highly recommended by 
the State and National 
Poultry Federation and by all 
farmers who have put the system 
into effect.

or $1.00 for each acre in the mini- 
mum acreage of soil-censerving 
crops for the farm, whichever is 
larger. 

In addition, the soil-building 
allowance for all farms, whether 
eligible to earn a diversion pay- 
ment or not, will include: $1 for 
each acre of commercial orchards 
on the farm on January 1, 1937; 
SI for each acre on which only 
one crop of commercial vegetables 
was grown in 1936; $2 for each 
acre on which two or more crops 
of commercial vegetables were 
grown in 1936 j 25 cents for each 
acre of fenced, non-crop, open 
pasture land in excess of one- 
half of the number of acres of 
cropland on the farm. 

Legumes and Perennial Grasses 

The following rates of payment 
are provided for planting approved 
' seeds of legumes and perennial 
grasses: alfalfa, $2.50 per acre; 
red clover, mammoth clover, seri- 
kudze, and bluegrass. $2.00 
per acre; Austrian winter peas, 
vetch, crimson clover, alsike clov- 
er, sweet clover, annual lespedeza, 
orchard grass, and reed canary 
grass, $1.50 per acre; white clover, 
bur clover, crotalaria, redtop, tim- 
othy, carpet grass, and Dallis 
grass, $1.00 per acre. 

In case a mixture is used, the 
rate of payment will depend upon 
the kind and quality of legumes 
and grasses in the mixture. 

Green Manure and Limestone 

Rates of payment for plowing 
•-nm discing under certain crops as 
green manure, after the crop has 
attained a normal growth of at 
least two months; or leaving on 
the land certain of these crops 
grown in 1037, vary from $1.00 to 
$8.00. 

Payments for applying ground 
limestone wlU be based upon the 
number of tons applied, rather 
than the acres covered, as was 
the case last year. Also, three 
different rates of payments will 
be applicable in the State, de- 
pending upon the cost of lime- 
stone in the respective counties. 

For applying not less than 1,000 
pounds per acre of ground lime- 
tone, or its equivalent, on crop- 
land or non-crop pasture land, or 
not less than 500 pounds per acre, 
if the application is made by 
drilling with the seed of specified 
legumes or perennial grasses, pay- 
ment will be made on a quantity 
not exceeding 2% tons per acre 
at rates of from $1 50 to $2.50 per 
tan, depending on the availability 
of lime.

500 pounds per acre at the rate 
of 60 cents per 100 pounds; or, if 
the superphosphate is applied in 
connection with specified legumes 
or perennial grasses seeded in 
connection with soil-depleting 
crops, payment will be made at 
the rate of 30 cents per 100 
pounds. 

For applying not less than 30 
pounds per acre of 50 percent 
muriate of potash, or its equival- 
ent, on land on which 16 percent 
superphosphate or its equivalent 
is applied, payment will be. made 
on a quantity not exceeding 250 
pounds per acre, at the rate of $1 
per 100 pounds; or if the muriate 
of potash is applied in connection 
with a legume or perennial grass 
grown in connection with a soil- 
depleting crop, at the rate of 50 
cents per 100 pounds. 

For terracing cropland or non- 
crop pasture land which the 
County Committee finds is in 
need of terracing, with a suffic- 
ient amount of properly con- 
structed terrace to give adequate 
protection against erosion, pay- 
ment will be made at the rate of 
40 cents per 100 feet of terrace.

DEPTH OF FIELD - 
What Does It Mean? 





ALTHOUGH good picture-taking 
with a focusing camera depends 
in a large measure upon obtaining 
the proper depth of field (or as some- 
times called depth of focus) for the 
subject, some little uncertainty ex- 
ists (even in the mlm's of some who 
are no longer beginners) as to pre- 
cisely what this phrase means. 

, By depth of field we mean really 
depth of definition, or the distance 
from nearest to farthest object from 
the lens that Is sharply defined. 

Depth of Held is controlled prl 
marlly in two ways. One Is by 
aperture in the diaphragm of the 
shutter. Using a smaller aperture 
increases the range of definition. 
Depth of field also depends upon 
the distance for which the lens is 
focused The greater the distance, 
the greater the depth. When the 
lens Is set for 26 feet, for exam- 
ple, at some particular diaphragm 
setting, the depth may be from 15 
feet to 60 feet. Objects closer than 16 
feet will appear blurred, the blur- 

"ring being more noticeable for ob- 
jects closer to the camera. When 
the camera is focused for objects 
close to the camera, the depth Is 
quite small. For example, when fo- 
cused tor 6 feet, the depth might be 
from 6 feet to 8 feet, again assum- 
ing a particular diaphragm setting. 
Objects beyond will be blurred. 

Isn't there a way, you ask, to get 
good definition of both near and far 
objects? Yes, if you want it This 
is done by using a small aperture, 
and since less light comes through a 
small aperture, giving a little longer 
exposure. 

An experiment may be easily per- 
formed that will give a visible dem- 
onstration of the need of proper 
focusing on the object that yon 
want to be clearly defined. Remove 
the back of your camera and open 
the shutter after setting it for 
"time." Place the camera on a 
table pointing it out of a window 
towards some fairly distant object 
such as a house or tree. Next, place 
a small piece of ground glass at the 
back of the camera. Now operate 
the diaphragm changing it from a 
large opening to a small one, while 
watching the image which will ap- 
pear (upside down) on the ground 
glass. Note how the image changes 
in definition as the alse of the open- 
ing Is changed. 

Then move the lens forward and 
back on the distance scale. Note 
that there Is one certain setting at 
which the Image Is especially sharp 
and clear. At other settings It Is 
mora or less blurred and Indistinct

CHEMISTRYtONTEST IS ANNOUNCED 
FOR STATE HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 



For the eleventh year in the 
past seventeen years. Ford Motor 
Company enjoyed better than a 
"million-car" year in 1936, ac- 
cording to announcement made 
at the Ford home offices.

The contest will be held in Wil- 
liamsburg at the College on Sat- 
urday, May 1st, when a written 
examination, based on the content 
of Black and Conant's "Practical 
Chemistry," will be given. Lunch- 
eon will be served those attending 
in the College dining hall at 1:45 
and the Chemistry laboratories in 
Rogers Hall will be open from 
2:30 until 5 that afternoon with 
exhibits being on display and ex- 
periments being conducted by stu- 
dents of the College for visiting 
students. A "magic show" to be 
given by Theta Chi Delta, is also 
on the program. 

The Department of Chemistry 
of the College offers one scholar- 
ship of $75.00 to the winner of 
first place and one scholarship of 
$50.00 to the winner of second 
place in the contest. This money 
must be applied toward tuition at 
William and Mary and the re- 
pipient must enter William and 
Mary the following fall, agreeing 
to pursue the study of chemistry 
for one year in College. Alter- 
nates will be chosen for both 
scholarships in order of merit and 
under the same conditions. 

Alpha Theta chapter of Theta 
Chi Delta offers five one jeai 
subscriptions to the "Science 
Leaflet" to the libraries of those

Information on Narcotic 
Menace Is Supplied by 
Health Commissioner. 

. "Federal and state officials con- 
ttaue to fight effectively against 
the illicit traffic in narcotic drugs, 
nevertheless, the financial re- 
wards connected with this com- 
merce are so large that men 
throughout the world constantly 
are plotting the importation of 
this contraband to the United 
States. At the same time, plans 
are being devised shrewdly to de- 
velop and maintain the American 
market. This exploitation to many 
represents a menace not only to 
health and happiness but to life 
itself," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
State Health Commissioner. 

"Contrary to papular opinion, 
drug addiction by no means is 
limited to the 'submerged tenth.' 
Slaves to habit-forming drugs are 
to be found in-all classes of so- 
ciety. And unfortunately, many 
addicts become such through 
Ignorance of the abject bondage 
Hffalch the misuse of these drugs 
produces. Moreover, addicts fre- 
quently introduce the habit to 
others, as misery loves company. 
A recent case of a woman who 
persuaded a friend of hers to take 
jome of her 'particular brand of 
headache powder' is in point. The 
fact that this headache 'medicine' 
was a dangerous narcotic was not 
appreciated until the intended 
victim was completely enslaved. 
"Lacking proper information on 
the situation, many young men 
and women, in a spirit of adven- 
ture and thrill-seeking, frequently 
become easy victims to the un- 
scrupulous traffickers. Consequ- 
ently, parents should instruct 
their children to refuse all pow- 
ders and pills offered by strangers 
er even by acquaintances. There 
are many instances on record 
where boys and girls have become 
addicts because of advances made 
by peddlers and addicts, who urge 
their prey 'to try it for fun.' 

"It follows' that education is 
the real personal weapon against 
the drug menace. While govern- 
mental agencies are making satis- 
factory progress against the traf- 
fic, individuals both young and 
old, must appreciate the existence 
of this great evil, and by the ap- 
plication of intelligent caution 
avoid the pitfalls with which most 
unfortunately it is surrounded."

Estimating the assessed valua- 
tion of town and county property 
to be an approximate 20 per cent 
of the real value, which is con- 
ceded to be a fair ratio, the total 
reveals that local realty trans- 
actions exceeded the $4,000,000 
mark by better than $28,000.

Formal adoption of the regula- 
tion banning Sunday beer and 
wine sales, advance notice of 
which was served late last week, 
was announced on Monday after- 
noon in Richmond at the head- 
quarters of the Virginia Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board. The re- 
gulation, which followed local 
action in several of the State's 
counties and towns forbidding the 
sale of beer on Sundays, is re- 
garded in Virginia Beach and in 
the resort settlements nearby as a 
hard blow to restaurant and bev- 
erage houses which are open dur- 
ing the summer. 

Local Option Possible 

In ' the advance notice of the 
regulation, the press dispatch said 
that provision would be made for 
the exercise of local option for 
cities and towns where local 
courts may hold that the Sunday 
sales of wine and beer are not in 
violation of Section 4570 of the 
ABC code and where local officers 
are of the belief that public opin- 
ion will not support them In the 
enforcement of the law. - — — — 

In such case, the board was re- 
ported as saying, "the board in- 
tends to make a thorough investi- 
gation by its representatives and 
if, after such an investigation, 
the board is of the opinion that 
it is in the public interest and in 
the interest of true temperance, 
the regulation may be lifted In 
any given city or town." The 
limited personnel of the board, 
the announcement continued, 
could not attempt to police the 
establishments of its more than 
5.000 licensees on Sunday, which 
statement was interpreted as 
clearly pointing the way to local 
option on the regulation. 

No Word on Exceptions 

The official regulation promul- 
gated this week, however, said 
nothing about exceptions to the 
statewide rule. The absence of 
the local option feature which 
many people in this community 
hoped would provide a loophole 
for Beach restaurant men, ac- 
cording to local dealers, definitely 
places the issue squarely before 
the local court for final settle- 
ment. 

Any attempt to enforce the law 
locally, it was pointed out, is cer- 
tain to result in the development 
of "beer-bootleggers"' and a re- 
turn to the "blind tiger" of pro- 
hibition days. This situation, 
which local and State enforce- 
ment officers would find a trying

$20,000 Is Asked 

As a result of the discussion re. 
lative to the need for an adequate 
Municipal Building which fea- 
tured the previous meeting of the 
council, the Farmer Building was 
offered to the\town at what its 
owners termedN a "reasonable 
price." The building and the lots 
are valued at about $30,000 the 
council was told, but the owners 
are -willing to sell it to the town 
of Virginia Beach for about $20,- 
000 and the property on which 
the present offices stand. A com- 
mittee was named by Mayor Roy 
Smith to consider the advisability 
of the move. 

Contract Terminated 

The payment of the cash set- 
tlement to Mr. Phillips terminates 
many months of discussion rela- 
tive to the building of a muni- 
cipal power plant. Should such 
a project have been developed, 
according to the contract entered 
into by the town and Mr. Phillips.

Residence "B" extends south- 
ward from Thirty-fifth Street to 
the town limits, exclusive of that 
section set aside for business. In 
this area, which embraces the 
major portion of Virginia Beach, 
any type of residence may be con- 
structed, and apartments, hotels 
and boarding houses are permit- 
ted. No building designed for 
strictly commercial transactions 
may be constructed in this 



SERIES OF DISCUSSIONS ARE HELD 
ON SOIL CONSERVATION PROGRAM 



Community meetings to discuss 
the advantages to local growers 
found in compliance with the 
1937 soil-conservation program 
will be continued-sjlonight and 
Monday, H. W. Ozlin. county 
agricultural agent, stated yester- 
day. Meetings already have been 
held at Creeds. Kempsville, Char- 
ity and Blackwater. with tonight's 
session scheduled for the Court 
House and Monday* in the 
Oceana School. 

The most recent program, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ozlin, is so ar- 
ranged that it can benefit in a 
financial way every farmer in 
Princess Anne county, from the 
smallest to the largest. Details of 
the program and the rates of 
payment approved for soil-con- 
servation and soil-building prac- 
tices were outlined in these col- 
umns last week. 

Wide Participation Seen 

Mr. Ozlin urged attendance up- 
on the community meetings in 
order that -each grower could 
familiarise himself at first hand 
with the aims and requirements of 
the program. Those who have at- 
tended the discussions held earl- 



ier in the week appeared in near- 
unanimous agreement that this 
year's program was the most ad- 
vantageous yet worked out, and 
many farmers expressed them- 
selves as in complete agreement 
with its provisions. A much larger 
local participation is anticipated 
than last year, Mr. Ozlin contin- 
ued. 

Cooperation Urged 

The soil-conservation program, 
which was devised by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to replace the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act dis- 
credited by the Supreme Court, 
is wholly voluntary in its essence 
and functions only insofar as in- 
dividual support and cooperation 
are given to it. Payments ara

f By virtue of its latest regula- 
tion, effective midnight, February 
27, the Virginia ABC Board 
strikes a decisive blow at resort 
weekend patronage by forbidding 
the sale of beer and wine on each 
succeeding Sunday. To insure the 
complete cessation of all profit- 
able weekend enterprise, it now is 
necessary only for the Town 
Council to forbid bathing and 
other beach activity on each Sun- 
day of the summer season. 

We have no fauMnaffmd with 
those communities which have 
banned by local option the sale 
of beer and wine on Sundays. If 
the majority belief prevails that 
the drinking of beer interferes 
with the proper approach to and 
conduct of the Lord's Day in their 
home towns and if they are will- 
ing to wink at the activities of 
the beer-bootlegger on that day, 
well and good. It is not for Us 
to argue the point nor to heap 
ridicule upon their conviction. 

However, in a community such 
as this where some form of plea- 
sure and pleasurable activity 
must be allowed on each of the 
seven days of the week and where 
sentiment in favor of the sale of 
beer is overwhelmingly favorable, 
it does not Appear as "cricket" 
for the Board to insist upon a 
blanket regulation which is sought 
only by a few minor communities.

A far better way to soJve the 
knotty problem of the Sunday 
sale of beer, we believe, rests in 
the application of the local option 
principle which runs through the 
ABC act. Those sections in which

Stories such as these, coming under our personal observation, 
have frightened us. We rave about bills and our inability to pay 
them, but we don't end up in a sanatorium. Though that may well 
be because we can't afford such exclusive, protection from an angry 
world or one with which we are out of sorts. The crochets of the 
rich, we often have said, have a greater capacity for inflicting mental 
torment than those of the poor, and, being of the latter majority, 
knowing our own petty worries and problems, we are taking no drastic 
steps to change our condition. 

Such philosophic utterances may characterize us as alien in our 
thought to the great American habit of gain and personal advance- 
ment, not so much with an urge to assume heavy responsibility but 
to acquire the salaries and other rewards which .such implies. We 
have on occasion, it is true, laughed at the mad scramble for money, 
and the amusement so provoked has forced us aside from the course 
of the main rush. That is a race for hardier individuals than we 
admit to be. 



The nation was somewhat 
shocked this week to learn that a 
State whose legislature took 
special jams to enact a statute 
forbidding the teaching of evolu- 
tion in its schools had never both- 
ered to pass a law defining a legal 
age for marriage. Following the 
famous Scopes trial, in which that 
pedagogue was dismissed from the 
Tennessee public school system 
for teaching evolutionary doc- 
trines in a Dayton high school the 
State's lawmakers framed an 
anti-evolution law to make Ten 
nessee safe from the heresies of 
science. In that same session, in 
the sessions held since, and pre- 
sumably from the* beginning of 
Tennessee's statehood her legisla- 
tors were and have been oblivious 
of the fact that no marriage 
statute had ever been passed. 
Thus when the natural hue and 
cry arises over the union of a 
nine-year old girl and a man of 
twenty-two, steps are somewhat 
speedily taken. 

While old English common law 
presumably prevails in States 
where no marriage restrictions 
obtain as to age limit, setting the 
limit at 14 for the male and 12 
for the female, Tennessee's so- 
lons are determined to enact 
specific legislation to cover such 
cases in the future. Marriageable 
age for women with consent of 
the parents is 12 in North Caro- 
lina and 13 in New Hampshire, 
the lowest of any States having 
definite marriage age limitations. 
In other States marriage with 
consent is sanctioned for the wo- 
man at 14, 15 and 16, and for the 
man anywhere from 13 to 18. The 
commpn age for marriages with- 
out/consent of the parents is 21 
I for the man and 18 for the wo- 
' man. The Tennessee case is com- 
i plicated by the fact that parents 
of the child bride registered no 
I objections to the union. While 
! sociologists and anthropologists 
agree that early marriage is con- 
ducive to good morals the Ten- 
nessee union is so extreme as to 
offend all Occidental, not to say 
American notions on the subject. 
I The sooner Tennessee repairs this 
strange legal omission the sooner 
jit will rise in this nation's good 
I esteem.

Sanford Bates, for the last six 
or seven years Superintendent of 
Federal Prisons and back of that 
Commissioner of Prisons in Massa- 
chusetts for ten years, has em- 
phasized the importance of pre- 
ventive work as against punitive 
or reformatory, by accepting the 
position of executive director of 
the Boys' Clubs of America. There 
are nearly 300 of such clubs with 
a total "constituency" of 300,000, 
| of ages ranging from 6 to 18. The 
total capital investment at pre- 
sent, including buildings, camp 
sites and equipment, is reported 
as only $19,000,000, less than half 
the amount left by the will of 
Charles Hayden for a Foundation 
for Boys. 

These clubs are chiefly in cities 
where the boy problem is most 
acute, in the areas where social 
and living conditions are at their 
worst and where a large part of 
all crime originates. In some of 
these small and well-defined dis* 
tricts during a single year "as 
many as 20 to 30 per cent of all 
the boys are in the hands of the 
police or in the courts." The clubs 
have no standardized programs, 
but they seek to meet the boy on 
the level of his own interests and

THE LATE GEORGE APLE Y 

A Novel la the Form of a Memoir

"A Novel in the Form of a 
Memoir" is a sub-title made 
familiar to readers by Mr. San- 
tayana, who is by way of being a 
poet and novelist as well as a 
philosopher ' (in his more serious 
hours). His "The Last Puritan" 
is a novel-memoir dealing with 
the Brahmin caste of Boston. So 
is Mr. John P. Marquand's "The 
Late George Apley." But as a 
novel "The Last Puritan" bogs 
down frequently in the swamps of 
philosophy, for Mr. Santayana al- 
lowed himself to be convinced In 
his more serious hours that he 
ought to look at his subject from 
the point of view of the Boston- 
Ian-Brahmin Weltanschauung and 
its Puritanic background rather 
than be accurate and observing 
in the way of life that these 
latter-day Puritans knew. 

Not so With Mr. Marqnand. 
The Late George Apley" is a 
pitiless yet suave and urbane ex- 
posure of the emptiness, the piti- 
ful human waste, of life in an 
environment controlled by cus- 
tom, by formulas outworn.

ary dissection Mr. Marquand's 
novel provides. 

The book is written in a very 
difficult form. It is a biography 
of Mr. George Apley, a member 
of all good Bostonian circles, 
compiled by a close friend from 
the "Apley papers," most of which 
are letters written by George 
Apley himself. The biographer is 
"Boston's Dean of Letters." his 
function being the reading of 
"papers" at club meetings, eulo- 
gizing the virtues of departed 
members. He read a paper com- 
memorating the life of George 
Apley at the Berkley Club, but 
Apley's son, John complained to 
him that his father had been 
made to look like all the other 
men whose obituaries had been 
read at the Club's meetings. So 
in Justice to the late George 
Apley. the son requests a full bio- 
graphy, with nothing left out, be- 
cause "Father had guts." 

So the irony is complete. The 
life of George Apley is told by a 
close friend, who extols his Bos- 
tonian virtues, his bowing to the 
dictates of convention. The 
lamentable affair of Apley's col- 
lege days, when he had been so 
indiscreet as to fall in love with 
an Irish girl from the wrong side 
of town, the biographer includes 
only because son John insists, but 
the fact that Apley listened to his 
father and married a girl of the 
right set is triumphantly em- 
phasised to show that the aber- 
ration was but temporary. 

One reads the story of Apley's ' 
strictly controlled childhood with I 
a pity akin to that which "The 
Way of All Flesh" provokes, but | 
when one reads further that, 
Oeorge Apley's son fared Just 
his father had, the pity 
away. At every turn "of his life, 
had found 
mapped out for him 



he kicked, be it ever so tiny a kick 
he said that it seemed to him that 
his life was running out and he 
never got anything done. But his 
biographer immediately adds that 
it was his subject's modesty that 
prompted this doubting, this 
heresy against the Bostonian way 
of life. For George Apley was a 
member of innumerable charity 
boards, he read countless interest- 
ing papers before his clubs, which 
were naturally the best in Boston 
(and therefore, of course, the best 
In the world), he fortified and 
consolidated the family fortune, 
he preserved the Apley cemetery 
lot from invasion by the bodies of 
"distant" members of the family. 
His life is proclaimed: a success. 
But the reader sees that George 
Apley's life was: an empty shell. 
When Mr. Marquand has finished 
guiding the pen of the compiler- 
biographer, the figure of George 
Apley stands erect, held that way 
stiffly by the intangible support 
of a now-meaningless set of con- 
ventions, his face smiling emptily, 
his courage useful only for dying.

Throughout his life Aaron Burr 
cut a very sorry figure giving his 
biographers little chance to make 
him the hero of their tale, how- 
ever, Alexander Holmes has at- 
tempted to cast him as such in 
his new biography, "Aaron Burr, 
the Proud Pretender." This book 
gives a new picture of Burr apart 
from his own world, but makes 
the mistake of throwing mud\at 
Burr's contemporaries. 

For those who have read Tol 
stoy and are acquainted with his 
life, "The Final Struggle" should 
prove of interest. It is Countess 
Tolstoy's diary for^ 1910, the year 
in which Tolstoy died, and has 
just been translated from the 
Russian by Aylmer Maude. Tol- 
stoy's life was not a happy one. 
Hounded by friends, worried by 
his wife and tortured by the sight 
of so much poverty and suffering 
about him, Tolstoy attempted to 
give away all his books together 
with his money and title. This 
supposed waste was continually 
being forestalled by his wife. The 
diary reflects the worry and 
strain the Countess went through 
with to keep his fortunes from 
being given away. The silly, tragic 
quarrel which preceeded Tolstoy's 
death was the result of a fight 
over copyrights on Tolstoy'sN 
diaries.

These broadcasts, given twice 
dally, report the amount of fish 
brought In by every vessel and tbe 
day's prices at tbe market Inter- 
spersed between Items of trade and 
weather news are such personal 
messages as this:

Fishermen on schooners and dory 
boats from the coast to Sable 
Island tune In these broadcasts 
regularly— within their limit, tbe 
fishermen's programs are probably 



the most popular on the air. Be- 
sides business and personal news, 
tbe radio also brings entertainment 
to the fishermen when their day's 
work is done, effecting a change in 
the lives of the men as remarkable 
as any since the day of the heroic 
Gloucesterman of legendary fame. 

The use of radio sets on fishing 
craft has developed almost entirely 
since the perfection of tbe air cell 
battery. Storage batteries proved 
unsatisfactory for radio purposes 
because they require recharging 
and, as they gradually wear down, 
provide fainter and fainter recep 
tion. Tbe air cell battery furnishes 
uniform power for more than 1.000. 
hours of actual service. In addition, 
air cell radio sets pick up none of 
the rumblings and other Interfer- 
ence caused 1 by the proximity of 
machinery. 

A few skippers have also install- 
ed radio telephones on their boats 
and call their families every night, 
but this is a luxury that can be en-

"Though the needs have been 
set forth by the water resources 
director of the! State Commission 
on Conservation, and Develop- 
ment, Virginia has thus far failed 
to Initiate a program of its own 
of sufficient size or intensity to 
advance hope that the job will 
ever be completed," # is stated. 
Water Study Necessary 

"Virginia is in the midst of an 
industrial expansion which is 
penetrating even to many of the 
smaller communities, much of 
which involves the need of large 
quantities of water conforming to 
definite specifications. The grow. 
mg Importance of chemical in- 
dustries indicates that further ex- 
pansion is to be expected, with the 
resulting location of many new 
manufactures. Engineers seeking 
locations will require many and 
convincing data before they will 
approve the expenditure of mil- 
lions of dollars for new factories 
whose operation is dependent on 
a continuous minimum flow of 
several hundred thousand gallons 
of water a day, measuring up to 
certain chemical requirements. 
The eventual absorption of known 
supplies of water of specific quali- 
ties appears to be a possibility. 

"Industrial growth dictates the 
development of additional water- 
power sources of electrical energy. 
While the larger proportion of the 
power produced in Virginia today 
comes from steam plants, it is to 
be remembered that coal is an 
exhaustible resource, whereas 
water-power sources are constant- 
ly being renewed. Hydroelectric 
power developments will save coal 
for future chemical uses. 
Other Factors Noted 

"Another water resource con- 
sideration is that changing econ- 
omic conditions have shifted 
thousands of residents from farm 
to town, and from city and town 
to suburban areas. New factory 
development is bound «Jj8V bring 
about further population shifts. 
Increasing mobility doubtless 
means that recreational demands 
of the future for swimming, fish- 
ing, etc., where purity of the 
water is a first consideration, will 
be greats^than ever before. 

"A still further problem grows 
out of the rapidly developing elec- 
trification of farm operations, 
which may be expected to result 
in enormously increased use of 
water on the farm. 

"Water is a limiting factor in 
the growth of many activities. 
Need of complete data concerning 
the quantity and quality of water 
available will increase as time 
passes and as the limits of its 
possible uses are approached. The 
available water in any region is 
not constant and is not capable 
of determination by a single mea- 
surement, nor by a series of mea- 
surements extending over a period 
of years. 

"Six classes of water resource 
investigation are considered nec- 
essary. The first is collection of 
data as to the volume and sea- 
sonal fluctuation of the flow of 
streams. Data must also be col- 
lected as to the ground waters 
available for industrial and dom- 
estic water supplies, effects of 
pumping upon the ground water 
level and the Intrusion of salt 
water, and the relations of ground 
water to stream flow during 
periods of drought. 

"A third type of investigation 
is the study of precipitation, its 
distribution, intensity, and varia- 
tion. It is likewise necessary to 
know the quality of water, both 
surface and underground, and its 
variations during the different 
seasons. Another necessary study 
concerns tidal waters and their 
velocities, their contact with fresh 
waters, and their relations to pol- 
lution, shore improvements for 
navigation ami recreation, and 
maintenance of navigable chan- 
Special studies are also 
in connection with water 
supplies and sewage disposal for 
recreational areas, reforestation, 
soil erosion, silting, evaporation, 
floods, and pollution.

butaries that would be filled in 
rainy seasons and the water re- 
leased as needed, with resulting 
equalization of stream flow. The 
more complete and accurate 
available information is, . the 
greater will be the assurance with 
which plans for the future may be 
made. 

"For statewide coverage, at 
least twelve additional stations 
for precipitation measurement are 
required in Tidewater Virginia, 
fifteen in the Piedmont, and eigh- 
teen in the Appalachian region, 
Planning Board studies indicate. 
To measure stream flow, thirty 
gaging stations should be addecCT? 
and more may be necessary. 
Evaporation stations are needed 
at eleven points, the Planning 
Board finds, and twenty-two silt- 
ing stations should be established. 
The latter are especially import- 
ant to hydroelectric development, 
in order to determine whether 
dams will be practical. Ground 
water studies in virtually all sec- 
tions of the state are needed to 
complete work already done. 

"Adequate maps are the basis 
of water resource studies, and 
lack of them handicaps the entire 
movement, yet some sections of 
Virginia have never been topo- 
graphically mapped and other 
sections were mapped prior to 
1900 on bases and to specifica- 
tions differing from those in use 
today. The new state map now 
being prepared by the use of air 
photographs win be a great aid 
in overcoming this handicap."

And it is 
right here where, personal health 
interest should be more active 
than it is today. ** 

"Faulty living habits perhaps 
more often are responsible for a 
prematurely shortened life than 
isw»y othW single factor. The 
stepping up of life's tempo and 
the exactions associated therewith 
too'frequently prove so absorbing 
and time-consuming that little, if 
any, thought is given to the real 
business of life which is to get out 
of it in terms of health, hap- 
piness, and longevity as much as 
one possibly can. 

"It follows that many people 
with definite profit could develop 
a proper, though not undue, em- 
phasis upon their present physical 
condition and the possibilities to 
improve it. And the family phy- 
sician should be the counsellor in 
this connection. Too often, per- 
sons wait until they are ill before 
taking the doctor into their con- 
fidence. And sometimes, it is 
then too late. Indeed., it should 
be stressed that sound medical 
advice on how to keep well, and 
the early professional detection of 
an unsuspected condition can 
mean many added years of use- 
fulness. 

"In short, the problem of 
lengthening the life span for the 
person of forty or beyond largely 
is one of educating the public to 
help themselves. Science stands 
ready to serve. Intelligent per 
sonal cooperation unfortunately is 
not yet geared up to it."

. Virginia's official delegates to 
the Third General Assembly, held 
at Washington, D. C, were: State 
Senator Robert W. Daniel, of 
Brandon, State Senator John W. 
Rust, of Fairfax, and Hon. C. G. 
Quesenberry, of Waynesboro. 

"Repeal of the federal gasoline 
tax, which cost the taxpayers 
close to $190,000,000 in 1936 alone, 
would mean real relief and great- 
ly would aid the states," said Mr. 
Kyhn. "The time is ended when 
the federal government needs this 
financial aid; in fact, state needs 
now are greater, and Congress 
should permit this levy to end at 
the official expiration date June 
30th, next. 

"This state, like every other 
state, now needs gasoline tax 
revenues to finance highway pro- 
grams and to meet payments of 
principal and interest on highway 
bonds. The federal gasoline tax 
takes money out of this state to 
spend for general purposes, not 
highways. There is no good rea- 
son why motorist taxpayers long- 
er should contribute. 

"The Council acted wisely in 
adopting the resolution calling for 
repeal of this expensive and du- 
plicating levy. It is to be hoped 
that Virginia's representatives in 
Congress will act accordingly."

HODGES LEAVES, DEATH CLAIMS 
STATE CHAMBER LOCAL PHYSICIAN 

Managing Director to Take 
Over Direction of Social 
Security Board Unit. 



Dr. William Charles Schroeder 
Dies in Baltimore After 
Brief Illness. 



Colonel LeRoy Hodges, who has 
acted as managing director of the 
Virginia State Chamber of Com- 
merce since 1924, served notice of 
his resignation upon the board of 
directors this week. Selection of 
Colonel Hodges by the Federal 
Social SecurityBoard to succeed 
Henry/Seldermanlr-asdirector of 
the old-age benefits bureau brings 
to a close almost thirteen years of 
service to the State Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Jay W. Johns, of Ash Lawn, 
president of the organization, will 
take over the duties which Colonel 
Hodges will relinquish on March 
1, it was decided at a meeting of 
the board of directors Held later 
in the week. It is expected that 
a successor to the managing di- 
rector will be named at the an- 
nual meeting of the State Cham- 
ber of Commerce, to be held in 
Roanoke in April. 

Widely Experienced 

Colonel Hodges' appointment, 
according to the press release an- 
nouncing his acceptance of the 
position, sends a second Virginian 
to a high post in the administra- 
tion of the Social Security Act. 
Frank Bane, former commissioner 
of public welfare for the State, is 
executive director of the Social 
Security Board. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
executive has had wide experience 
lit social, economic and business 
problems. As director of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, he has obtained 
wide recognition as an econo- 
mist. He was an assistant to the 
United States Commission on 
Rural Credit in Europe in 1913-14. 
Earlier he was a topographer and 
commercial geographer with the 
Federal Government. 

Was Budget Director 

From 1922 to 1924 he served as 
director of the budget for the 
State of Virginia, being the first 
to occupy that position. He also 
served as technical adviser to the 
Virginia Commission on Simplifi- 
cation of State Government in 
1922-23, the period in which^ he 
designed the State budget system 
now in use. He was chairman of 
the State Prison Board from 1920- 
1926. 

Upon resigning as budget direc- 
tor in 1924 to accept the post with 
the Chamber of Commerce, Col. 
onel Hodges launched a five-year 
program for the development of 
the economic and industrial life 
of Virginia. 

Colonel Hodges, who Is 49 years 
old, was ill with influenza at his 
home in Richmond but was ex- 
pected to be out next 



Dr. William Charles schroeder, 
who practiced medicine to Virginia 
Beach during the past several 
years died last Thursday night at 
10:30 o'clock at his home in Balti- 
more, Md., after a brief illness. An 
active member of the Princess 
Anne Medical Association during 
his residence here. Dr. Schroeder 
was prominently known and re- 
spected in both professional and 
civic circles, and the news of his 
death came as a shock to his many 
friends. 

Sixty-one years of age at the 
time of his death. Dr. Schroeder 
was a native of Portsmouth. He 
was a graduate of the old Norfolk 
College, of Rock Hill College, in 
Elliott, Md., and received his de- 
gree at the Medical College of the 
University of Virginia. At the 
time of his departure from the 
Beach last fall, it was understood 
that he and his family would re- 
turn here during the spring, when 
he would resume his practice. 

With Public Health Service 

Dr. Schroeder was connected 
with the U. 8. Public Health Ser- 
vice for many years, and counted 
as his personal friends many 
ranking officials of that agency. 
His services in this field carried 
him into many [sections of the 
country, and the results of his in- 
vestigations into the common dis- 
eases and ailments affecting man 
brought him a wealth of informa- 
tion and anecdote which he dis- 
pensed liberally to his patients 
and friends. 

He also served as superintendent 
of sanitariums for the city and 
state of New York at Otisville and 
Delheim. 

Surviving Dr. Schroeder are his 
wife, Mrs. Helen Wilkinson Schro- 
eder; one daughter, Mary Lucrece 
Schroeder; three sons by a form- 
er marriage, Charles Schroeder, 
of Detroit and Paul Hill Schroeder 
and William Schroeder, of Syra- 
cuse. N. Y.; two sisters, the Misses 
Mary F. and Lucrece Schroeder, of 
Portsmouth.

As our educational procedure 
differs radically from the elemen- 
tary setup of a century or two 
.ago, so have the rules of agricul- 
ture been changed to meet current 
conditions and to eliminate many 
of the hazards of the earlier age. 
As new savings are discovered, as 
better methods of cultivation and 
marketing are brought to light to 
the nation's many experimental 
stations, these facts are brought 
to the attention of the individual 
grower through the medium of the 
county agent. He, for the farmers, 
is the great Instructor, the fount 
of knowledge from which they 
drink the waters of an advancing 
appreciation of the scientific ex- 
actness which surrounds modern 
agricultural procedure. 

It would be impossible to esti- 
mate, even for, the purposes of 
this discussion, the great good 
which has been accomplished 
through the services rendered by 
Mr. Ozlto. Farm practices have 
been improved, farm life has lost 
much of its drabness and drudg- 
ery, the children of farm homes 
look with respect upon the pro- 
blems of field and orchard, visual- 
izing the dally toil of the grower, 
not as a constant conflict with 
Nature, but as a game which fol- 
lows rules exacting as those of 
any other profession or business.

Mr. Borah did not argue ' the 
point of whether the Constitution 
as it stands is either adequate or 
inadequate to meet the changing 
needs of changing times. What 
he particularly addressed himself 
to is the growing demand, spurred 
on by the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion, to intimidate the court into 
interpreting the Constitution in 
line with the executive viewpoint, 
or, as a vicious alternative, to 
curb its powers as an instrument 
of well-planned government. 

The time may have come. Sena- 
tor Borah admits, for the scope 
of Federal powers to be enlarged 
beyond those granted to the Con- 
stitution. But to that case only 
evil can result from not meeting 
the problem honestly through a 
constitutional amendment rather 
than by the devious and danger- 
ous process of misinterpretation 
For while the court's powers might 
be curbed so as to permit what 
may seem a temporary good, the 
destruction of the court's indepen- 
dence thereby Involved can pro- 
duce in the long run nothing but 
evil. 

There is always the danger that 
the extended authority beneficent- 
ly exercised by one Administration 
may to the hands of its successors 
be used to destroy the liberties 
which lie at the foundation of 
democracy. That sequence Is all 
too familiar to those who know 
their history.

a member of the New York bar. 
This necessitated her removal to 
New York City, where she soon 
became widely known. The follow- 
ing years were busy ones. Besides 
her regular practice, Dr. Morton 
managed to write a number of 
Important contributions to medical 
knowledge, to work In several 
clinics, and to teach at such In- 
stitutions as Columbia University. 

Never very robust, Mr. Morton 
died suddenly about the tune that 
the World War broke out, and In 
1915 Dr. Morton went to Labrador 
to work for a season with Sir Wil- 
fred drenfell by way of diversion.

Dr. Morton is a native of 
Lynchburg, where she grew up. It 
as something of a shock to her 
rvatlve parents to find that 
their Slaughter found little satis- 
faction In the prospects which 
were taken for granted by most 
girls of her day— a social career 
in which she was expected to uti- 
lise her gifts of mind and heart In 
the midst of her family and 
friends. Woman's place was In 
the home; well-bred girls sought 
no other sphere of activity so long 
as the home remained. But 
Rosalie Slaughter wanted to do 
something; she had two brothers 
who were physicians, and medi- 
cine appealed to her.

a net profit of $0,122.47 after pay- 
ing all expenses incident to grow- 
ing the crops and raising the 
animals. $257.00 was won in prise 
money, making a total of $6,379.47. 
The first attempt at holding out- 
door meetings for the benefit of 
parents and friends met with 
much success. Bach club held Its 
meeting to July, either on the 
beach or at recreational centers 
to the community with 109 mem- 
bers and 87 parents and friends 
present. This year the agent 
again arranged for a bus trip to 
the State Pair on 4-H Club Day. 
This arrangement was made 
through the cooperation of the 
Superintendent of Schools and the 
Norfolk Southern Bus Corporation. 
On the morning of September 
30th 48 members and two leaders 
were loaded on one of the large 
buses headed for the State Pair 
Grounds. This was our third ven- 
ture to such transportation for 
the Club members to the State 
Pair, and the work is proving to 
be very good to interesting boys 
and girls to become better Club 
members and do better project 
work. November 21st marked an- 
other date for our annual Achieve- 
ment Day. Unlike last year we 
had a beautiful sunny day for the 
occasion and 450 crab member s , 
parents and friends were present 
to view the accomplishments of 
the clubs, including 246 exhibits 
of 4-H project work. 

ANIMAL HUSBANDRY: In 
fighting hog cholera to the coun- 
ty the agent personally vaccinated 
during the past year 2,085 pigs 
and hogs against cholera and 101 
for swine plague. This figure is 
to addition to the estimated 4,750 
hogs that have been treated by 
the 26 farmers to the county who 
have permits to administer this 
treatment for themselves and 
neighbors. This brings the total 
for the year to 7,435. Through 
the efforts of the agent four ad- 
ditional pure bred boars were 
brought into the county this year 
with prospects of a good many 
more being purchased to the fu- 
ture. The agent has continued to 
urge farmers to practice sanitation 
as a means of controltog intestinal 
parasites to pigs. However, where 
this sanitation method was not 
practiced, it was necessary that 
the pigs be given individual treat- 
ment as a means of ridding them 
of intestinal parasites. During the 
past year the agent personally 
conducted 28 demonstrations to 
giving individual treatment at 
which 032 pigs were treated. 

One high grade pure bred ram 
was purchased by the agent to 
head one flock of sheep and sev- 
eral other sheep growers were as- 
sisted to locating high grade rams 
for their flocks. 

Sixteen demonstrations were 
given by the agent to teach the 
best methods of culling, feeding, 
and housing poultry. At these 
demonstrations 2,120 buds were 
personally handled by the agent 
and of this number 413 were 
eliminated as poor producers. In 
poultry disease and parasite work 
the agent vaccinated 1.353 birds 
against pox (securing virus for a 
large number of farmers who did 
the work for themselves), treating 
820 birds for roup, 440 for other 
diseases, and furnishing worm 
tablets for 1770 chickens and tur 
keys. The above poultry work was 
done for fifty farmers and con 
stated of treating and handling 
the total number of 0203 birds 
during the year. 

This was the second year that 
the agent has inoculated horses 
and mules with Botultous Anti- 
toxen for the prevention of spinal 
meningitis. This work amounted 
to 453 head being vaccinated for 
100 different farmers. Although 
I do not push this work at all to 
the county but try to meet the re. 
quests from the farmers as I was 
authorised by the Board of Super

FARM CROPS: Six 
were enrolled this year to corn 
growing demonstrations, the pur- 
pose of which was to show the 
value of better fertilizing prac- 
tices, use of proper seed and pro- 
per cultural methods. The results 
gave 20-bushels per acre over the 
common practice of growing com, 
instructions being carried out 
fully. Two outlook report meet- 
ings were held for potato growers 
and other general truck crops. 

One demonstration was con- 
ducted last year to the grading of 
strawberries. It was found that 
the No. 2's or small berries con- 
stituted only a small percentage 
of the crop but by removing these 
from the baskets the No. l's 
brought an average of 3 cents per 
quart above the ungraded stock. 
Extremely dry weather during the 
period when the berries were 
ripening last spring caused a tre- 
mendous reduction to yield, but on 
the two demonstrations that had 
been mulched, berries held out 
much better. A record from one 
of them showed a yield of about 
0,000 quarts per acre to compari- 
son with 3580 quarts which is the 
average for the county. 

Work with other truck crops 
consisted of furnishing informa- 
tion on the best control practices 
of diseases and insect pests. Two 
demonstrations were conducted to 
determine the proper plant food 
nutrients of truck crops. Two 
demonstrations were conducted 
to treating kale seed with cor- 
rosive sublimate to prevent black 
rot and five demonstrations were 
conducted in the use of rotenone 
or nonpoisonous dust for the con- 
trol of certain insects on cabbage, 
kale and coUards. Soil samples 
from at least 100 farms to the 
county were tested for acidity and 
all plant nutrients. Reports were 
sent to the farmer to each case 
advising as to proper treatment. 
AU of the above work with truck 
crops was conducted to coopera- 
tion with H. M. Clark, Extension 
Specialist, working out from the 
Virginia Truck Experiment Sta- 
tion. 

Twenty three cost account de- 
monstrations were started last year 
for the purpose of obtaining a true 
picture to the cost of growing 
potatoes. Twenty-one of the de- 
monstrators completed their re- 
cords and turned to their books 
to be audited. Two demonstrations 
were conducted to the use of lime 
and fertilizer in growing potatoes. 
Much valuable information was 
obtained by, the results of these 
demonstrations as there was con- 
siderable increase In yield, where

yield of 10 bushels per acre, due 
farmers to placing the fertiliser to bands 
on each side of the seed instead 
of under the seed as is the usual 
practice. 

The careful selection of seed 
sweet potatoes, the treating of the 
seed for diseases, the use of the 
proper formula of fertilizer, and 
the better method of storage is 
the general practice now with 
practically all of the pest sweet 
potato growers. The agent en- 
rolled 45 demonstrators to follow- 
ing improved practices to the pro- 
duction of sweet potatoes. In each 
case specific instructions were 
furnished the growers for select- 
ing then* seed; treating them for 
diseases before bedding, the right 
amount per acre and the proper 
formula of fertiliser to use. and 
the proper method of handling 
and storing. Reports show that 
3,000 bushels of seVd were treated 
and that sprouts from these treat- 
ed seed were planted" on about 425 
acres. AU of these demonstrators 
used the fertilizer formula that 
was recommended and they now 
have about 05,000 bushels of No. 
1 sweet potatoes that have been 
cured to storage houses according 
to Instructions furnished. 

The average yield of these de- 
monstrators' crops^ against the 
average yield of those growers who 
did not follow the improved prac- 
tices indicates at least a 20 bus- 
hel per acre increase due to the 
improved practices followed. This 
increase for the 425 acres in the 
demonstration amounts to 0.500 
bushels, which, valued at 00 cents 
per bushel (the present market 
price) gives a net profit of 05.100. 
Assuming that the 05.000 bushels 
to storage houses win net the own- 
ers another 15 cents per bushel 
over the present market price by 
being able to hold the crop and 
market through the winter months 
another profit of $9,750 or a total 
of $14,050 will be shown. Five 
new curing and storage houses 
were constructed in the county 
this year according to plans and 
instructions furnished by the 
agent. This brings the total of 
modern sweet potato storage 
houses to SO at the present time. 
As stated above, these houses have 
stored to them at the present time 
05,000 bushels of marketable sweet 
potatoes. This Is In addition to 
about 0,000 bushels of seed stored 
for next years' use. Thirty six 
cost account demonstrations were 
started last spring for the purpose 
of getting information on * the 
actual cost of producing and stor- 
ing sweet potatoes. Thirty of 
these records are up to date at 
the present time and include both 



has been completed and is now 
serving 30 families, another line 
has been buUt into the territory 
ready to be extended at an early 
date. This Is already serving six 
families and the extensions will 
be built sometime to the near fu- 
ture. The third project had to be 
abandoned due to lack of interest 
of a number of farmers who would 
be served. 

4-H Club exhibits were again 
collected and transported to the 
Virginia State Pair which netted 
the 4-H members $190 in prize 
money. 

$17,267.99 Was distributed dur- 
ing the last year as benefit pay- 
ments to the farmers who parti- 
cipagfttt thw 1935 A. A. A. Pro- 
gram* This d/as divided as fol- 
lows; $15,79045 to the Corn-Hog 
contract signers and $1,532.04 to 
cotton contract signers. 

Thirty-4W farmers made ap- 
plication to*>my office, for crop 
Production Loans of wnicn twenty- 
seven were granted to farmers 
whom the committee felt worthy 
to receive same. A large percent- 
age of these loans has been paid 
back at the present tune and have 
been the means of many worthy 
farmers being able to produce 
crops who otherwise would not 
have been able to farm. ' 

As stated above, the lateness in 
the season that this program was 
announced made it very difficult 
for the fanners to change their 
already made plans so that they 
could cooperate or take part to 
the Soil Conservation Program. 
However, in spite of these handi- 
caps, more than six hundred work 
sheets were secured instead of the 
four hundred that the Agricultural 
Board thought would be the limit 
for this year. This is practically 
double the number of farmers who 
took part in the former A. A. A. 
Programs and it appears now that 
the Soil Conservation Program 
will be much more popular and 
will benefit a larger number of our 
farmers than was possible under 
the former program. 

The Soil Conservation Program 
has been one of many complica- 
tions and exceedingly hard for the 
average farmer to understand and 
it has been an up-hill job that 
required constant effort and ex- 
planations from the agent and 
committeemen to teaching the 
farmers how they could cooperate 
and receive benefits. In spite of 
these handicaps. I feel that the 
farmers to Princess Anne County 
have shown their entire willing- 
ness to cooperate to any National 
Program that will benefit agricul- 
ture. The program has caused 
farmers to become conservation- 
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in SOU building practices carried 
out on the farms. 

In checking .the record of per- 
formance for the m em b ers of the 
Soil Conservation Association it is 
noted that practically all of them 
{have diverted soil depleting crops 
I to soil conserving crops on then* 
farms the past year but that a 
much smaller percentage of them 
has actually carried out son build- 
tog practices. I feel that this can 
be easily explained by stating that 
the first thing the farmers under- 
stood about the program was that 
they should divert 15% of their 
soil depleting crops to soil con- 
serving crops but that it was hard 
for them to change their plans 
and carry out soil building prac- 
tices during the year.

Though this 1837 agricultural 
conservation program classifies 
crops as soil-depleting or soil-con- 
serving, in a maimer similar to 
the 1938 'program, there is some 
difference in the way the acreage 
is counted, County Agent H. W. 
Ozlin explains. 

This year, in specified cases, 
land on which both soil-depleting 
and soil-conserving crops are 
grown in 1837 will be counted 
once as soil-depleting and a part 
or all of the acreage may also be 
counted as soil-conserving. 

Another change in the classi- 
fication of crops in 1937 provides 
that the acreage on which any 
small grain is harvested in 1937 
will be soil-depleting. Last year, 
small grain other than wheat, 
when grown with or followed by 
a legume, was classified as soil- 
conserving. 

Soa-Depfeting Crops 

The following crops are class- 
ified in the new program as soil- 
depleting: 

Corn-field, sweet and popcorn; 
cotton; tobacco; small grams and 
gram mixtures cut for grain or 
hay; annual grasses harvested for 
hay or seed; peanuts harvested 
for -nuts; broom corn; sorghum 
when harvested; truck and vege- 
table crops, including melons, 
strawberries, potatoes, and sweet 
potatoes; and bulbs and flowers. 
„ The following crops, which help 
to build up or improve the soil, 
are classified as soil-conserving: 

All legumes, including the 
clovers, field beans and peas, al- 
falfa, lespedeza, kudzu and crotal- 
aria; peanuts when pastured; an- 
nual grasses not harvested as hay 
or seed; perennial grasses or mix- 
tures; small grains, or gram mix- 
tures, when not cut for grain or 
hay, provided a good growth is 
left on the land; forest trees 
planted on cropland since Jan- 
uary 1, 1934; and sweet sorghums 
not harvested.
